FIFTY-FIFTH. ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 


STREETS. » 


~The amount appropriated for the Highway Department the past 
two years is not sufficient, and unless the figure is raised considerably 
the showing cannot be made that should be. We have not been 
able to do anywhere near the amount of work asked for the past two 
years on side streets and sidewalks, which is the work that should 
have first attention. A reasonable amount of surface drainage work 
should be done each year as there are many localities where streets 
cannot be put in proper condition without it. We have a number 
of poor wooden bridges that should be rebuilt of more permanent 
material, but the time for action has not come yet. Detailed re- 
ports of street work will be found in the superintendent’s and en- 
gineer’s reports. 


New STREETS. 


Canal street, Park avenue, Myrtle terrace and an extension of Ma- 
son street have been accepted by the Town as public ways. ‘The 
grades of all these streets have been established and stone bounds 
should be set in the Spring. 


SrREET SIGNS AND GUIDE BOARDS. 


Some thirty street signs have been established and only a very few 
streets are now withouta sign. Some old signs should be replaced 
with new ones the coming year. Most of the guide boards are in 
good condition, 


3) De 
STREET LIGHTING. 


One arc and twenty-two incandescents have been added, making. 
a total of 45 arcs and 240 incandescents now in use. Over $600 
was saved in the extra lighting this year, largely through having the 
lights ordered on by the Chief of Police, instead of by the com- 
pany, on cloudy nights when the moon was scheduled to shine. We 
also pay for three Welsbach lamps on Bacon street between the 
Parkways. 


‘Town Hatt BUILDING. 


Some repairs have been made to the roof and to the walls in the 
main hall discolored by water last Winter, and new ribbed glass win- 
dows put into the lockup. This building needs new curtains 
throughout, some painting, etc., and the floor trued up in the main 
hall. Unless the act passed by the last Legislature is changed, a 
new entrance will have to be built if dramatic performances are to 
be given. 


PoLicE DEPARTMENT. 


While there have been at times some requests for another patrol- 
man we do not consider it necessary at present. The Chief’s re- 
port gives details of the work done. 


Law DEPARTMENT. 


Nothing of importance has occurred this year and there is com- 
paratively little in sight. A town counsel was not appointed.

INSURANCE. 


The present Board of Selectmen is in favor of insuring only the 
more valuable buildings, namely: the new High, old High, and 
Wadleigh schoolhouses and the Town Hall building, and to let the 
insurance on the others lapse, believing it. to be better business 
policy for the town to take the risk, at least on the less valuable 
buildings, than to insure. 


Pupitic SERVICE CORPORATIONS. 


It is very evident the town has outgrown the service of the Electric 
Lighting Company and that more current is needed to give satisfac- 
tory lighting during the rush hours.. 


The Gas Company’s reduced rates amount to little, and the differ- 
ential rate system is entirely improper for such a town as ours. Our 
gas rate is absurd for a suburb of Boston. 


We have heard no complaints of telephone service. 


The street railway service since last winter has been pretty satis- 
factory, but telephones should be placed at all turnouts. Some on 
the Arlington and Reading line are without them. After a long agi- 
tation cars of the Woburn line are being run into Sullivan square 
terminal of the L road, to the great satisfaction of the riders. 


Much has been accomplished in consolidating poles and wires and 
erecting new poles, and more is under way. ‘The main streets now 
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have pretty good equipment, but some of the side streets have not 
and need attention. See Inspector of Wires’ report for details. _ 


Juty Fourru. 


The “ever glorious”? was celebrated in an appropriate manner by 
exercises in the Town Hall and sports, music and fireworks on Man- 
chester field, which were greatly enjoyed by a large crowd. Half.of 
the money was contributed by patriotic citizens, and a committee of 
citizens assisted the Board in carrying out the program of the day. 


IN GENERAL. 


We have petitioned the Railroad Commissioners to investigate the 
use of the crossings at the Centre and at the station as to the safety 
of the public, and they have agreed to do so. 


The question of grade crossing abolishment has been given much 
attention, plans and estimates have been secured and a public meet- 
ing called, but nothing definite can be said at this writing. 

Something ought to be done towards taking care of the river and 
ponds north of Walnut: street as they have become dirty and un- 
sightly, having had no care. since the City of Boston abandoned 
them as a source of water supply several years ago. These water 
ways could be made a very attractive feature of the town instead of 
the reverse, as they are now, by carrying out a comprehensive scheme 
of landscape gardening, which would well repay any reasonable out- 
lay, and we suggest that a committee be appointed at the annual 
town meeting to investigate and report upon this question.

REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF WIRES. 


WINCHESTER, December 31st., 1904. 


To the Board of Selectmen : 


GENTLEMEN—An inspection of the poles, crossarms, wires, etc., of 
the several electrical companies doing business in Winchester has 
been made and the greater part of the town covered during the past 
year, my excuse for not being able to report that I have inspected 
all the poles, etc., in town, being that my duties in other depart- 
ments of town work with which I am connected, have been so press- 
ing that I have not had time for everything. My report for 1903 
showed that a great improvement over conditions, as they existed 
previous to that time, had been brought about, and I believe we can 
say that the imiprovement has been continued this year, although 
much yet remains to be done before it can be said that things are 
as near right as they ought to be, considering the fact that poles and 
wires in our streets are a necessary evil. The companies and their 
representatives have done good work this year, although in some in- 
stances the changes ordered have not been made as promptly as I 
believe they should have been made. This is particularly true of 
the Boston & Northern Street Railway Company in division No 1, 
which includes that part of the company’s tracks lying between the 
Stoneham line and the Arlington line, work not having been entirely 
completed at this time which was ordered done in the summer of 
1908, but which was promised when the order was given. — 

The change from square, hard pine poles, to round chestnut poles, 
has caused some unfavorable comment, but I believe we are doing 
the right thing in insisting upon chestnut poles, because they are 
much stronger and more durable than any pine pole which can be 
placed in the ground, and, when set properly, are not more unsight- 
ly than the pine. The companies report that it is becoming diff- 
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cult to readily obtain straight, well formed chestnut poles but we 
have been able to secure from them a good quality of poles to re- 
place the old hard pines which are worn out and badly decayed. A 
hard pine stick is sawed and its edges made square by artificial 
means while a chestnut pole is a natural growth of the forest and as 
such is likely to have more or less crooks or bends in it. ‘These 
facts almost seem unnecessary of mention, but I give them merely 
‘to set right those persons who, apparently, haven’t taken them into 
account. When poles are to be set in a street where a line of curb- 
stone is in place or likely to be in the near future, the companies are 
required to brace their poles with a block of Portland cement concrete, 
put in place at or near the foot of the pole, the concrete being de- 
signed to act asa preventive to pushing the curbstone out of place 
or even breaking it as has been done in many instances. All the 
companies have done more or less work this year and I shall report 
upon the work of each separately, giving the number of new poles 
each one has set and facts in relation to their wires, etc. 


Wosukn Licnt, Hear AND POWER Co. 


This company does all the electric lighting business in town and 
has poles, wires, etc., in nearly all of our public streets and in many 
private streets, besides having poles in private land carrying wire to 
houses for domestic business. The company’s equipment was in 
generally poor condition prior to 1903, but since then many old 
poles have been taken out and replaced by new ones, new crossarms 
put on, new wires strung and the street light fixtures painted and 
put in good condition. Last year, ninety-nine (99) old poles were 
replaced and this year forty-seven (47) new poles have been set to 
replace old poles which had outlived their usefulness. The company 
has not replaced all the old poles which were reported as dangerous 
but its representative has assured me that the work remaining un- 
done at the end of this year would be taken up in the spring and 
any other poles in unsafe condition would be replaced during the 
coming year. Locations have been granted by your board from 
time to time for poles in streets in various sections of town for the 
extension of our street lighting system. I have prepared plans for 
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locations in some of these streets and have taken those presented 
by the company and checked distances, etc., so that I could say at 
the hearings, all of which I have attended, whether the plans were 
right or not. The company has complied with the law which pro- 
vides that tags or other distinguishing marks must be placed on 
each pole showing ownership. A schedule has recently been pre- 
pared and filed with me giving the number of street lights, both arc 
and incandescent, and the location, etc., of each light, showing that 
there are forty-five (45) arcs and two hundred and forty (240) in- 
candescents in use at this time, twenty-two (22) of the incandes- 
cents having been installed this year. 

The following tables will show the number of old poles re- 
placed by new ones and their location, also the number and _loca- 
tions of new poles erected this year for the extension of the street 
lighting service.

There have been one hundred and _ fifteen poles replaced by the 
street railway company in Cambridge, Church, Pleasant, Washing- 
ton, Main and Forest streets, the poles being used to carry the 
electric light wires as well as those of the street railway company. 
In addition to the above the electric light company has placed _fif- 
teen (15) poles in private property. 


NEw ENGLAND TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 


My inspection of the poles of this company in the early part of 
the year showed that there were nany improvements which could 
be made. In Main street, from the Medford: line to the-Woburn 
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line, the paint on all the poles was very much weather-worn and the 
company’s name not stencilled on the poles. Those which had 
been reset last fall, 1908, still remained unpainted and unmarked. 
In Church, Cambridge, Washington and Walnut streets, the same 
conditions existed as to painting, but in some cases the poles had 
been stencilled. I also found that thirty-five (85) of the square 
hard pine poles were decayed to such degree that I ordered them 
replaced by new ones. Many other poles were found to be more or 
less decayed but I did not feel justified in asking that they be re-. 
placed at this time. The company’s representative came to see me 
and agreed to paint all new poles in Main, Church, Cambridge, 
Washington and Walnut streets, which had recently been reset, to 
repaint a// old poles in those streets, to replace the thirty-five (35) 
poles found to be defective and to see that the company’s name was 
placed upon all poles in Winchester owned by the company. This 
work has been done and the company’s property in town is now in 
generally good condition in this respect. In all our streets, with the 
exception of those above mentioned and a few others, the telephone 
companys wires are carried by the poles of the electric light com- 
pany. ‘They are either open wires or those which are twisted to- 
gether in pairs. I have asked the company to cable their wires in 
streets where a considerable number are carried on one set of poles 
and have succeeded in getting this done in Prospect and Mt. 
Pleasant streets. The appearance of the streets would be greatly 
improved if this were done in all instances and I hope it can be 
brought about during the coming year. Sheffield road and Oxford 
street are good examples of the unsightly effect produced by the 
presence of a large number of loosely strung wires, and Mt. Pleasant 
and Prospect streets are specimens of what I have tried to ac- 
complish by reducing the number of wires. The telephone com- 
pany has done many other small pieces of work which I have 
ordered or suggested in various parts of the town. An application 
was made for locations in Sheffield Road for an extension of the 
company’s lines, but, owing to objections on the part of the abuttors 
no permit has been granted to date. I hope that the company’s 
request will be acted upon favorably or that the property owners 
will grant the company a permanent right to. pass over their prop~ 
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erty in the rear of their houses, thereby improving the conditions in 
the street by cabling in one case, or removing the wires entirely 
from the street in the other. 


THE PosraL TELEGRAPH AND CABLE COMPANY. 


Last year a request was made of this company to rearrange its 
wires on Bacon street, the wires passing through or very close to the 
tops of a row of young shade trees which had been set out a few 
years before. Nothing was done by the company and this year the 
matter was taken up again, and, after a great deal of evasion on the 
part of the company, a promise was made late this year to erect a 
line of poles of sufficient height to clear the tops of the trees for a 
term of years, the work to be done in the spring of 1905. In Ev- 
erett Avenue the company has erected several new poles and has re- 
set all poles from Sheffield Road to Cambridge street, placing them 
in line, one with the other, greatly improving the appearance of the 
street as effected by the poles. 


In my report for 1908, I stated that there were very many 
poles in that part of Cambridge street lying between Everett Ave- 
nue and Church Street and that the number was largely in excess of 
that required by the four companies occupying the street, for the 
proper conduct of their business. I prepared a plan showing that 
there were forty-eight (48) poles between the points men- 
tioned and that twenty of them were superfluous and could be taken 
out if the Postal company would agree to occupy a set of poles on 
the easterly side of the street with the telephone company. A con- 
ference was held with the company’s superintendent in the latter 
part of the year but nothing resulted. I took the matter up again 
in the spring with one of the Postal’s representatives and he agreed 
to do as I requested, namely : to use the telephone company’s line 
of poles as far as High street. ‘This fall when it was necessary that 
the change be made, I met this representative again and he refused to 
do what I believe he promised in the spring. I am willing to give him 
the benefit of the doubt and say that perhaps he misunderstood what I 
requested, although I am positive in my rememberance of what took 
place at that time. The change brought about by the construction 
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of a high tension line from the Arlington line to church street, will 
necessitate the placing of all low tension lines in the easterly side of 
the street, the westerly side being . reserved for the wires of the 
street railway company and those of the electric lighting company. 
I have suggested to theePostal people that they place a new set of 
poles in the easterly side of Cambridge street, of sufficient height to 
clear the tops of shade trees for several years, or to outrig their 
wires on a set of low poles or to cable them fora short distance. 


All of these propositions were rejected, but the company’s repre- 
sentative has suggested that a right be secured from property own- 
ers bordering on that part of Cambridge street in question, allowing 
the company to carry its wires across country through private land 
from Everett Avenue to a point in High street about one thousand 
(1000) feet from Cambridge street. My information from the 
company is to the effect that it has not been able to secure the right 
up to this time, and there is no apparent prospect of their being 
able to get it. Ifthe board has any right to order the company 
to change its location in Cambridge street to meet new conditions 
there, it should do so at once so that the scheme for improving con- 
ditions now existing may be carried out and completed. ‘The 
Postal company renders no direct service to our people and should 
not be permitted to stand in the way of changes which are of so 
great importance. 


BosTON AND NORTHERN STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 


I reported last year that the poles of this company in Cambridge 
and Church streets were in very bad condition, many of them being 
much decayed. This was reported to the company and they were 
ordered to rebuild these lines. Nothing was done in 1903 and the 
matter was taken up again this spring and promises made by the 
company that the work would be done in July, but nothing was 
done then. I have been constantly working on this matter the 
whole year and, finally, in December, work was commenced but has: 
not been entirely completed. In Cambridge street the work was 
taken up according to a plan filed with the board in 1903, and forty- 
four (44) large chestnut poles of. good. quality have. been set to take 
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the place of two lines of poles in the westerly side of the street, one 
of the old lines belonging to the Woburn Light, Heat and Power 
Co., and the other owned and used by the street railway company. 
The new line is to carry the new high tension wires to the power 
station of the lighting company in Woburn, the street circuit wires 
of the electric lighting company, the feed wires of the street railway 
company, and to support the brackets which carry the trolley wire 
of the street railway company. ‘The poles are very strong and solid, 
forty to forty-five feet high and have been carefully set in place. I 
requested the electric lighting company to have an inspector on the 
work to see that it was done to the satisfaction of the lighting com- 
pany, since each company is to bear part of the expense of con- 
struction and maintenance, and to insure good work, this being as 
important to one company as to the other. The Church street 
work was commenced about two weeks ago and is not entirely com- 
pleted. Forty-five (45) chestnut poles, forty feet in height 
have been set according to a plan filed with the board last year. 
These poles are of first rate quality, straight and sound and are to 
take the place of the line of hard pines in use at the time the work 
was commenced. All of the poles have been provided with steps to 
prevent scarring by climbing irons, the same thing being true also of 
the new line in Cambridge street. There are several poles used as 
supports for span wires at the junction of Pine and Dix streets 
which can be abandoned and taken out in the spring. In Main 
street, north of the centre, thirteen (15) hard pine poles have been 
condemned and replaced by chestnut poles, and eight span poles 
have been abandoned and taken out because they were not needed. 
In Main street, from the centre to Symmes corner, the poles are 
new and in first-class condition, having been renewed last year. 
From Symmes corner to the Medford line there are some changes 
which should be made next year and which, I believe, will improve 
the looks of the street. In Pleasant street nothing has been done this 
year except to replace two poles which were decayed, the rest of 
the street being in good condition, although a consolidation of the 
three lines might be made into two. In Washington street, sixteen 
old poles have been renewed this year, but the wires have not yet 
been changed over to the new poles, the reason for this neglect to 
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finish the work being known only to the company’s division superin- 
tendent. In Forest street, three new poles have been placed, the 
rest of the street being in fair condition, a large number of new 
poles having been set in. 1902. A summary of the work done by 
the street railway company will show that one hundred and twenty- 
three (123) new poles have been set to take the place of old ones, 
and eight abandonded and removed, the total being much greater 
than anything ever done in one year by the company in its previous 
work of maintaining its lines in Winchester. When the work of 
changing over has been done and cleaned up we can give the rail- 
way company less attention except for such small work as may be 
necessary from time to time. 


House INSPECTION. 


Notice of electric wiring for twenty buildings has been sent to the 
inspector during the year, the larger part being for work to be done 
in new buildings. I have used the rules of the insurance associa- 
tion for this part of the work which were framed to govern the man- 
ner and method of work in installing wires to be used for lighting 
purposes. | 

In my report of last year I suggested that all requests for pro- 
posed changes in location of old poles, if the changes were anything 
more than removals, and all applications for locations of new lines 
or extension of old lines should be shown on plans which must ac- 
company the application. This has been done and all the com- 
panies now file plans when asking for such changes or extensions. 
I also planned to prepare a set of regulations to govern work by the 
companies, especially in the street work. This I have failed to do 
but hope to have a draft of such regulations ready before spring, 
together with a form of permit to be issued to the companies when 
any work, old or new, is to be done in the future. I have had con- 
siderable work to do in connection with the effect of the wires on 
our shade trees and have endeavored to work in harmony with our 
tree warden, Mr. A. C. A. Chamberlain, having in mind the fact 
that our trees must be taken care of as well as the wires.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN. 


During the past year the work of the Tree Department has been 
chiefly centered on twoclasses of work, viz: the suppression of in- 
sect pests and freeing the trees, so far as possible, of injurious elec- 
tric wires. 


All other classes of work, planting, pruning, etc., were regarded 
as secondary matters and only pressing cases received attention. 


FELLING. 


° 


For two years the warden recommended in his report that all 
overcrowded and worthless trees should be removed from the high- 
ways and Town lands. By thus reducing the number of trees it was 
hoped to simplify the two chief problems of the department, which 
are the protection of the trees against insects and electric wires. 
This cutting policy was urged only after consultation with the deputy 
wardens and with other citizens known to be interested in the tree 
question and whose opinion bears weight in Town affairs generally. 

At the instance of the warden, therefore, a vote was passed at the 
Jast annual town meeting authorizing the carrying out of this policy. 
Immediately an invitation was sent to all the corporations owning 
wires in the Town to send authorized representatives to a conference 
with the warden. At this meeting all the wire companies were ably 
represented by engineers and superintendents, while the Town was 
represented by its counsel, the superintendent of wires, and the 
warden. 


It was there proposed to the corporations, that to simplify the wire 
problem, both for them and for the Town, a number of trees would 
be marked for removal provided that the companies would agree, 
first, to pay for the whole cost of such removals wherever their wires 
ran through the trees marked, and second, that being thus relieved of 
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a part of their difficulty for all time they would improve the con- 
dition of the wires in remaining trees to the satisfaction of the 
warden. 

This was agreed to, at first verbally, and later by letter, after the 
warden had marked the trees he believed could be spared. 


The record of the carrying out of this felling plan may be sum- 
marized as follows : 


Trees marked for hearing, 439 
Trees not cut because of objections raised by 
abuttors at the hearing, 190 
Trees condemned and cut, 249 | 
Trees condemned in 1903 and cut in 1904, 21 
270 
Total cost of removal, $475.30 
168 at cost of corporations, 271.80 
Net cost of felling to ‘Town, $203.50 


These trees were large and small, running from 3 inches to 2 feet, 
breast-high diameter. 


Of the 190 trees which were not cut owing to the opposition of 
owners of abutting property, a large number were left with the dis- 
tinct understanding that the objector should keep the trees free from 
insects at his or her own cost, and to the warden’s satisfaction (see 
Chap. 25, Sec. 16, Revised Laws}. Others of the number were left 


pending further joint study of the situation by the a owner 
and the warden. 


Some of these trees should be removed another year, and in 
addition the felling plan should be extended to several cross-town 
and side streets not included in this year’s plan. 


As to the second part of the agreement with the corporations that 
they should improve the stringing of their wires in the remaining 
trees, progress is being slowly made. ‘This work is being carried on 
in conjunction with thé superintendent of wires, and involves a good 
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deal of new construction such as the setting of poles and the out- 
rigging of wires on special arms. 

While the warden does not desire to needlessly annoy the corpo- 
rations or to cause them undue expense, it should, nevertheless, be 
the fixed determination of the tree department to insist that the 
wires be so run that they shall not injure the trees in the least. 

In addition to the cutting cited above several large elms and other 
trees were removed from the Howe lot on the petition of the High 
School Building Committee. Hearings were duly held in all cases, 
and the trees condemned on the responsibility of the building com- 
mittee. The removals were made by and at the cost of the build- 
ing commitee. 


A number of useless apple and other trees were likewise con- 
demned on the land lately purchased for a Town Stable and Yard 
on Linden street. These removals were made by and at the cost of 
the Committee on Stable and Yard. As this neighborhood is a 
good deal infested with gypsy moths, the warden has urged upon the 
committee in charge, the necessity of promptly cutting out all the 
brush and worthless trees on the lot.

INSECT SUPPRESSION. 


The insect problem, despite certain mitigating circumstances, is 
becoming more intense. Never before have brown-tail moths and 
gypsy moths been so numerous and so destructive as this past year. 
Last winter the people seemed to be aroused to the conditions, and 
to a comprehension of the result of a continuation of the plague. 
From all the cities and towns in the infested area they flocked 
to the State House-a year ago and demanded assistance. A com- 
bination of circumstances, however, prevented the accomplishment 
of anything. Among the matters contributing to this was the in- 
ability of the various communities to agree on any one plan of action, 
nine bills being filed first and last to cover the case. ‘This lack of 
concerted action, and a certain lack of sympathy on the part of the 
Govermor led to a complete failure. 


This year the cities and towns involved have tried manfully to get 
together and prepare a bill on which all can agree. ‘To this end 
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your warden has attended numerous public meetings held in the in- 
fested region, and has served on committees charged with the prep- 
aration of a plan of action. It is earnestly hoped that something 
worth while may be evolved, but it is a difficult problem to handle, 
the conditions of the affected interests being so varied. 


Meantime Winchester has been doing her part as a municipality 
to combat the pests. The tree department last winter loaned its 
men and equipment to many citizens to help clean up territory in 
the residential part of the town. ‘The persons thus assisted paid 
the men directly for the labor involved (the department making no 
charge for the use of the tools), so that no entries for this work will 
appear on the Town books. 


A majority of the people in the residential section cleaned up 
their property, but there remained quite a number. of properties in 
various parts of the town which were not touched. Some of these 
places were owned by residents of the town who were amply able to 
do the work, and many more were undeveloped lands held in a 
speculative way by non-residents. From these neglected properties 
the caterpillars overflowed on to neighboring places and street trees 
which had been cleaned, and the resulting nuisance was in some 
cases well nigh unbearable. Certain cases of neglect forced the 
Town to spend about $30 in spraying to protect street trees from 
being defoliated. 


As a result a petition was circulated in town setting forth the 
seriousness of the nuisance and praying the Board of Health to take 
action under authority of the general nuisance laws. This matter 
was also taken before the Town at the special town meeting held 
late in June and a vote was there passed authorizing the Board of 
Health to cause these nuisances to be abated whenever in itsjudg- 
ment public necessity and convenience so required. In the autumn 
the warden wrote to the Board of Health asking them to take action 
under the above-mentioned vote. A verbal reply was returned that 
the Board of Health was of the opinion that it had no legal authority 
in this matter. Therefore the problem remains as before.and we 
must seek a remedy through the Legislature. a 
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The department has been handicapped this year in its work of 
handling the moths by the fact that the Town, by the advice of its 
committee on appropriations, assigned a large lot of new work to 
the department without increasing its appropriation. The Town 
was asked to provide $1700 with which to do certain specified pieces 
of work, as per a close estimate schedule filed with the appropri- 
ations committee. The $1700 was granted but the department was 
directed to do the work planned and in addition to clean the insects 
from the cemetery trees. The cemetery consists of 43 acres, most 
of it heavily wooded, and all of it badly infested by both moths. 


The Cemetery Board asked for $150 with which to do the work. 
They were given the balance then (March 1) to the credit of the 
Tree Department, and amounting to $134.09, with which to clear 
off the crop of “ bugs’”’ then on the trees. The fall crop was left to 
the Tree Department to handle with no money provided for the 
purpose. 


At this writing this work is incomplete, but it is safe to assert that 
it will cost about $300. Contractors figured on the job at the re- 
quest of the warden and the lowest bid was $600. Had it not been 
for the credits received as a result of the felling and planting opera- 
tions, and a voluntary contribution from Mr. Shepard Brooks of $50, 
the department would have been swamped. 


This fact is not mentioned with the intention of criticising anyone, 
but merely to show how impossible it is for a town officer to do two 
dollars’ worth of work with one dollar in cash. 


The Cemetery Board has in every way possible aided the warden 
in his work on their land, and he takes this occasion to publicly ex- 
press his appreciation of their courtesies. At the suggestion of the 
warden the board ordered the removal of a large number of partly 
dead and failing trees, and trees standing within the lines of roads 
and paths not yet constructed. ‘This was done by the Board’s force 
at its own cost. A good many more trees still remain which might 
well be cut out, and the board is ready to do this whenever it finds 
itself in sufficient funds. 
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It will probably be necessary this year, owing to the short time 
left in which to handle the street trees after finishing the cemetery, 
to neglect the private trees which overhang and shade the streets, 
and rely upon their owners to care for them. ‘The warden regrets 
this, as many such trees are to all intents and purposes street trees. 
Wildwood street from Fletcher street to Woodside road is a case in 
point. 


Another source of extraordinary expense this year was in cleaning 
the gypsy-moth eggs from about 1,800 feet of Arlington street. ‘This 
pretty country roadside, with many fine trees and attractive under- 
brush, was in a condition quite equal to the worst ever seen any- 
where by the warden. ‘The trees were thickly plastered with egg 
masses from the ground to the tops, and brush, fences and walls and 
adjoining private property were in like condition. To clean up that 
roadside in any but a most thorough manner would have been use- 
less. ‘To do this would surely be expensive. ‘To do anything unless 
the adjoining property owners would clean their premises also would 
be useless. ‘The owners were, therefore, invited to meet the warden 
on the ground that a plan of united action might be determined 
upon. All the owners having agreed to do a certain specified amount 
of work, the Town men attacked the roadside. ‘The case was so ap- 
pallingly bad that nothing short of the most drastic methods known 
could be economically applied. This involved much cutting of both 
underbrush and trees and their destruction by fire. An oil blast 
flame was then applied to the ground and walls, and all nests on the 
growth retained were carefully treated by hand. The cost of this 
work amounted to $151.13. If the adjoining properties are as 
thoroughly cleaned up the expenditure will be amply justified. Any 
failure on their part would entail a complete waste. 


The money used for this work may fairly be said to be that which 
was intended for the fight against the elm-leaf beetle. Happily that 
pest failed to appear this year in this town or anywhere else in an 
numbers. Entomologists do not agree as to why it failed, but re- 
ports from all sections of this State, from Connecticut and from 
as far south as Pennsylvania (the point at which it started in this 
country) show a marked falling off in numbers. ‘Therefore the tree 
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department was not obliged to spray the elms, which it was esti- 
mated would cost from $100 to $200. 


There is still hope that the brown-tail moth may mysteriously dis- 
appear as the beetle has done. Even the beetle is likely to reap- 
pear occasionally in such numbers as to demand our attention, much 
as the canker worm comes to us nowadays, @. ¢., semi- occasionally. 
Therefore we must be ever on the watch lest we be caught napping 
and find our trees stripped. 


But althovgh the brown-tail moth may ere long be subjugated by 
native parasites, there seems to be no hope for such relief from the 
gypsy moth. It has been here since 1868, and its increase has been 
steady and mighty wherever man has failed to fight it. Foreign 
parasites may one day be brought in to hold it in check, but until 
then man must fight it by hand if we would save our land from be- 
coming a Sahara. 


This Town has been carrying on the fight against gypsies and 
brown-tails for three years. In that time we have had no trees 
stripped in the residential part of the town and few on the outlying 
roads. The cost of this immunity from defoliation has been about 
$3800, or will be on March 1, 1905. This includes all that has 
been spent on any town-owned trees either on highways, parks, 
school lots, or cemetery. A neighboring town which has done little 
or nothing in these three years has had its trees stripped repeatedly, 
has had several killed, and this winter has appropriated $6000 with 
which to save what is left. Meantime Winchester has saved its trees 
and spent less than two-thirds of that sum in doing it. ‘This is not 
presented in any boastful spirit. It simply proves that it pays to 
keep up a steady and organized resistance. 


The San José scale, which infests chiefly fruit trees, but which 
often attacks many native and imported shrubs, and even elms, is 
still present in town. A good many private trees and shrubs have 
been killed by the scale and many more badly infested plants have 
been dug out and burned. The Federal Department of Agriculture 
has imported a parasite of this scale from China, the native habitat 
of the scale, and is breeding this predaceous beetle in this country. 
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After much effort the warden finally secured this year a small colony 
of these beetles (two dozen or so) from the government. The in- 
fested part of the town was searched over to find the worst possible 
spot whereon to liberate the beetles. This was found to be on 
Bacon street. Within a few hours of their liberation a terrific thun- 
der shower burst over this section, since which time no trace of the 
beetle has been found, either on the plant where they were liberated 
or in the vicinity. Whether they were drowned or have simply dis- 
persed is a question which cannot be answered. If they survived 
and multiplied, then the San José scale has a powerful enemy at 
large in Winchester. ‘The establishment of an insect parasite is 
often a slow and tedious process. All so-called “lady bugs” and 
their kind are enemies of the scale to a certain helpful degree, and 
should always be cherished when found crawling on the windows in 
the house in the spring. They hibernate in our houses when they 
can. Help them out in the spring and they will fight the scale. 
They are not buffalo bugs or carpet beetles, as is sometimes feared 
by the housewife. 


Before leaving the subject of insect pests the warden wishes to 
make public acknowledgement of the service rendered his depart- 
ment and the town generally this winter by the Fortnightly Club, 
When other towns about us were organizing special societies for the 
purpose of arousing local public sentiment to the need of fighting 
the moths, the warden thought something might be accomplished 
here through the medium of existing organizations. His appeal to 
the woman’s club was promptly met by the appointment of an ener- 
getic committee to confer with the warden. Together a plan of ac- 
tion was developed for serving every householder in town, and every 
non-resident owner of land in the residential section, with a printed 
appeal to do his part in the general cleaning up of the town, The 
circular contained a brief description of the winter appearance of the 
pests, and told how best they could be fought. These circulars were 
printed at the cost of the Fortnightly, distributed by hand by its 
committee and general membership to all residents, and mailed to 
all non-resident owners of local real estate. The tree department 
contributed five dollars toward the mailing charges. 
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The woodland colonies of gypsy moth in this township continue 
to increase their area steadily. The greater part of the woods on 
Andrews Hill are now infested, some of them being in extremely 
bad condition. Many trees, including several large white pines, 
have been killed the past year. All parts of the township have been 
carefully scouted by the warden, and all colonies found have been 


located on a map, showing area covered and the degree of infesta- 
tion. 


Gas KILLED TREEs. 


For the past five or six years the Tree Department has experienced 
great annoyance through the failure of the Arlington Gas Light Co. 
to keep its mains free from leaks. Almost every year the Town lost 
a tree by asphyxiation due to gas in the soil, and in every instance 
it was a large and fine tree. Constant complaints to the company 
as to these leaks had no apparent effect. During the past year the 
record of gas killed trees is five, four on Church street and one on 
Pleasant street. 


Just at the time these trees were killed the gas company’s prop- 
erty changed hands, and the presidency was assumed by a resident 
of this town. The matter being taken up with this gentleman he re- 
turned the warden every assurance that the company would, as rap- 
idly as possible, replace the old and leaky mains, which he confessed 
were in deplorable condition. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Owing to the increased cost of maintenance of shade trees due to 
the insect plague the warden has been forced to adopt a policy 
against any extensive new plantations. During the past year 14 
maples were set out in new locations. Of these 12 were on Wolcott 
road and 2 on Vine street. In both instances they were set on the 
urgent petition of the abutting property owners, who volunteered to 
pay the cost of the work and material. As the Town owned the 
trees in the nursery no charge was made for the plants. A few 
other trees were set out in various locations to take the place of 
others that had died. In the Spring several more should be set sim- 
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ilarly to fill fail places. ‘The net cost of all planting this year was 
$16.89. 


The nursery is still continued on the land so generously loaned by 
Mr. Ginn two years ago. That portion of the lot not occupied by 
the trees has been seeded to grass and made more presentable. The 
total cost of maintaining the nursery this year was $15.47. 


Pruning, bolting split trees, and filling cavities cost this year 
$132.48. The acceptance of Park avenue by the Town in the au- 
tumn made it necessary for the department to at once prune up the 
over-dense stand of trees there to afford free passage for pedestrians _ 
and vehicles. ‘This alone cost $15.44. About half of the trees on 
that street should be removed next Summer as they are altogether 
too close for good development. Many trees about town are split 
and need bolting, many have cavities which should be cleaned out 
and filled, and all our maples need to be heavily thinned in the 
heads. With the heavy expense attendant on combatting the moths 
little money remains for these purposes. 


This department, as is not generally understood, has charge of all 
trees on all Town owned lands, not alone on the highways but in the 
Common and public plots by direction of the Park Board, and on all 
schoo] grounds, the ‘Town Yard and the Town House grounds. In 
the cemetery it is merely charged with the suppression of the moths 
on the trees. 


Deputy WARDENS. 


The warden has already paid a most inadequate public tribute 
through the local press to the memory of our first tree warden, the 
late Joseph S. Nowell, whose death occurred April 22, 1904. Mr. 
Nowell had been actively connected with the planting and care of 
our street trees for years. He long served on the tree planting com- 
mittees appointed by the Village Improvement Association and by 
the Town. When the permissive tree warden act was passed in 1896 
the ‘Town promptly selected Mr. Nowell to be its first warden, and 
he continued to serve in that capacity until 1902. Failing health 
compelled him to retire at that time but he generously accepted the 
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post of chief deputy warden under his successor, and continued so to 
serve to the day of his death. He never released his hold upon the 
work of the department he had created, and his aid and counsel 
were of material value to his successor. 


Other deputies appointed this year were D. W. Pratt and James 
Hinds. ‘The latter assumed charge of the work whenever the war- 
den was absent from town, and in his capacity as Town Engineer 
- and as Inspector of Wires rendered valuable and gratuitous service 
to the department. The thanks of the warden are tendered both 
gentlemen for their assistance. 


5 PLANS FoR 1905, 


For the coming year the department will be called upon to meet 
the insect hordes as best it can. In fact there is every reason to ex- 
pect that the Legislature will pass a bill at this session obliging cities 
and towns to keep their trees free of gypsy and brown-tail moths. 
Winchester fortunately does not need this coertion. Judging by 
past experience it will require every cent or $1200 to do this work 
next year. 


During the Spring a few trees should be set out to replace losses 
and this will cost about $45 plus the labor involved. In the Sum- 
mer there are always emergency repairs to make, and more trees 
should be removed wherever they are overcrowded. The labor 
item for the Spring and Summer will be upward of $800, and the at- 
tendant expense account will reach about $35 more. 


New tools and equipment and repairs to outfit will amount to $70 
at least. : 

It is therefore estimated, and a detailed schedule to this effect has 
been prepared for the committee on appropriations, that the depart- 
ment will require not less than $2200 for the coming year. ‘The 
warden urges that the Town should not again handicap the depart- 
ment with an inadequate appropriation.

GENTLEMEN :—I submit my report as Inspector of Animals for the 
year 1904. I have not found any contagious diseases except one horse, 
that had farcey. The horse was condemned by the Chief of Cattle 
Bureau of the State Board of Agriculture, and was killed under my 
personal supervision and disposed of by rendering. 


The stables in the town where cattle are kept are in good con- 
dition. 

Some trouble has been caused by shipping cattle from out of the 
State to this Town without a permit. 


Except Somerville, Watertown and Brighton stockyards, all per- 
sons are forbidden to ship cattle into the Commonwealth without a 
permit, which can be had by sending to the Chief of Cattle Bureau 
of the State Board of Agriculture, State House, Boston.

SURFACE DRAINAGE AT SYMMES CORNER. 


This long talked of, and very important drainage has been com-— 
pleted, from the river to the driveway at Marshall Symmes’ house, a 
distance of 1,115 feet. The main drain is thirty inches, inside, and 
composed of Atlas Portland cement, sand, and No. 2 broken stone, 
in a mixture of one, three and five. The work was entirely new to 
myself and the department, but after visiting several towns where 
similar work was going on, and by the kindness of the Medford 
sewer department, in loaning us an experienced man for several 
days, we were able to carry the work along with good results, and, 
best of all, without any accidents. 


The present plans are so much changed that the original plans 
should not be considered as to estimates, etc. I like the change in 
the plans, as it gave us circles instead of angles, and, although more 
costly, it is much better. 


I want to thank Mr. Hinds, the town engineer, for the masterly 
way in which he made his survey, clearing us from ‘all sewers, water 
and gas pipes, which certainly saved the town considerable expense. 

I would most respectfully recommend that this drain be continued 
another. year, in order to complete the plans, which reaches the 
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brook at Lawson road and connects the several brooks on the way 


to the above point.

SIDEWALKS—Mixed Material. 


There has been an unusual amount of dirt sidewalks rebuilt with a 
mixed material composed of stone dust, blue gravel, and sand, in 
equal parts, and some rebuilt with blue gravel and Sand in equal 
parts. These sidewalks have experienced the action of the frost to 
some extent this Fall, and by observation I am inclined to think that 
the last named mixture will mud up in the Spring. ‘The first named 
mixture, I think, will stand the action of the frost. I find thatthe 
average cost, of the top coating of the above mixture, 14 inches 
thick, has been about .074.

2nd. That the northerly end of Highland avenue be built to 
save a waste of money in repairs. 


3rd. That Wildwood street be completed, at least from Fletcher 
to Church streets. The two above streets are partly built and I be- 
lieve they should be connected with the other streets which are 
already built. ‘The building of the other streets could be determined 
on from time to time by your Honorable Board, therefore I will not 
use space in reference to the same. 


4th. ‘That an amount should be considered to move from the old 
yards to the new. It will require quite a sum to move and erect the 
stationary crushing plant, which willl have to be housed. 


Sth. That the department purchase an express wagon of a suit- 
able pattern to haul lumber, etc. 


6th. That about $500 be considered in order to team all of the 
street cleanings to the new yard. 


7th. That a new cart be purchased, which will carry a larger 
load of street cleanings when going a long distance.

8th. That another hand-cleaning cart be installed. 


9th. That $1000 be considered to cover the expense of watering 
streets. 
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10th. That new wheels for the roller be purchased and kept in 
stock, as the old ones are liable to give out at any time.

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REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS. 


WINCHESTER, December 31, 1904. 


The work of the past year has not differed greatly from that of 
previous years. Your Board has labored under some disadvantage 
owing to lack of funds and has been unable to do certain work that 
should have been done. 


There have been one hundred and seventy-five feet of two-inch, 
three hundred feet of one-inch, and two hundred feet of three- 
quarter-inch new water pipe laid to replace old pipe that had filled 
up with rust; also three hundred feet of two-inch on Birch avenue, 
extending the service beyond the stable; so we are now able to 
water the lots between Birch and Hillside avenues. 


Two sets of granite steps have been put in— one off Birch avenue 
and the other off Granite avenue. 


Twenty-five young maple trees have been set out on the westerly 
side of the cemetery, and the usual amount of shrubs and flowering 
plants have been put in. 


The gutters on Margin avenue have been paved and the grading 
of Hillside avenue has been practically completed. 

The iron fence on the westerly boundary of the cemetery has been 
painted. 


Twenty small and six large foundations have been put in. 
There is due for wood, etc., fifty-five dollars ($55.00). 
All bills, so far as we know, have been paid.

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SEWER SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


DEcEMBER 31, 1904. 


To the Board of Sewer Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN—During the past year this department has con- 
structed such extensions to our sewerage system as have been or- 
dered by the Board, has made connections of houses with the public 
sewers upon receipt of permits for this work, has carefully flushed 
and cleaned our entire system from beginning to end, and has made 
numerous surveys and estimates on work completed this year or to 
be completed in the future. We have finished all the work planned 
for from time to time except a part of Salem street, which we were 
obliged to leave until later on account of the cold weather. In our 
street extension work we met with no difficulties out of the ordi- 
nary, and the cost of such work as was done will compare favorably 
with any work of this kind which the Town has undertaken to date. 
This report deals with the work and matters of this depart- 
ment under the heading as given below. 


STREET EXTENSIONS. 


The appended table will show where street extensions were 
made, the length, size, etc., and that a total of three thousand, six 
hundred twenty-three and thirty-five hundredths (3623.35) feet or 
-686 miles were constructed in 1904. 

In Yale street the sewer was extended from the point where work 
was stopped in 1903; on account of the early winter, to a manhole 
in Foxcroft road, the sewer now extending the entire length of the 
accepted part of the street. 
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The soil was very rough and course and the trench was braced 
the entire length from top to bottom. 


In Highland avenue the construction was extended only about 
eighty-four (84) feet from Park avenue northerly toward Lincoln 
street, a distance sufficient to care for the drainage of a house occu- 
pied by one of the petitioners for sewers in Park avenue and High- 
land avenue. We have followed the policy of laying our sewer in 
Highland avenue in the wide space in the westerly side of the street 
reserved for a grass border, in this way saving the expense of re- 
placing the macadam road bed if the sewer were laid in the center 
of the street. 


In Main street the sewer was extended from a point about three 
hundred (800) feet north of Lake street, at which point work was 
stopped in 1903, to a manhole at Salem street, a distance of about 
ten hundred and fourteen (1014) feet. The grade of this Main 
street sewer is such that the sewage from the houses at the ex- 
treme ends of Clark, Salem, Richardson and Water streets will drain 
into the Main street sewer whenever sewers are laid in those streets. 
The center of Main street is occupied by the street railway tracks 
and is paved with stone blocks, and in order that the street car 
traffic should not be interrupted, and to save expense of taking up 
and replacing the pavement between the rails, we laid our sewer in 
the gutter line of the westerly side of the street. The soil was very 
sandy and loose, necessitating close sheathing from top to bottom 
of the trench. 


A sewer was laid in Mason street extension shortly after its ac- 
ceptance by the Town as a public way. The trench was wet and 
there were many large boulders to be moved, most of them of such 
size as to require blasting. 


About five hundred and fifty-nine (559) feet of six-inch sewer has 
been laid in Mystic Valley parkway, extending southerly from a man- 
hole at Lake View road to a point near the bridge which spans the 
river below the old Bacon house. We were required to file a plan 
with the Metropolitan Park Commissioners showing the location of 
this sewer in the parkway. The fact that they required us to lay 
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our drain in the grass space on the edge of the sidewalk, caused the 
building of five manholes in the short space which we covered. 
The trench which we dug for the sewer was utilized by the water 
department for the extension of their supply main as far as the 
Bacon house. 


We have constructed a six-inch sewer in Myrtle terrace from a 
point where the sewer ended in 1894 to the limit of the street, as 
accepted by the Town at a recent town meeting. ‘The lines of this 
street are such that five manholes were made necessary. 


In Park avenue a sewer has been laid from a point about three 
hundred and nineteen (319) feet easterly from Washington street to 
Highland avenue, the sewer now extending the entire length of the 
street. The grade of the sewer at the Highland avenue end is such 
that the drainage from any houses which may be built on land on 
eitner side of Highland avenue for a distance extending about two 
hundred feet southerly from Park avenue, may be taken into the 
Park avenue sewer instead of flowing toward Hancock street as 
originally planned. 


The Salem street construction ended at a point about eighty-five 
(85) feet westerly from Main street, the ground having frozen so 
hard that work could not be continued without adding largely to the 
cost. 


About one hundred (100) feet of ten-inch sewer has been laid in 
Wedgemere avenue to care for the drainage of a house being built, 
but which could not drain into the sewer as laid before this exten- 
sion was made. 


In Crescent road an eight-inch sewer has been laid from Winthrop 
street to a manhole about three hundred and forty-eight (848) feet 
southerly. Part of this trench was very wet in the bottom and a 
stone underdrain was used to care for the ground water so that tight 
joints might be secured. About sixty-five yards of ledge were taken 
out before the pipe could be laid to grade. 
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In all streets where there are shade trees the joints of the sewers 
have been re-inforced with Portland cement concrete to prevent the 
entrance of the roots into the pipes. 


HousE CONNECTIONS. 


The number of house connections made this year is not as large 
as in former years, only fifty-seven permits having been issued. The 
appended tabie will show on what streets the connections were made 
and other facts in relation to this branch of our work. We have 
had two stoppages reported to us this year, but, upon investigation, 
we found that the cause was something for which we could not 
be held responsible. When this house connection work was com- 
menced ten years ago, no extra precautions were taken to prevent 
the small, fibre-like roots of trees from gaining entrance to the pipes 
through the joints, but for the last four or five years all joints in 
house drains have been reinforced with cement concrete whenever 
the drain passed within twenty-five or thirty feet of any shade tree, 
whether in the street or in the owner’s premises.

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MAINTENANCE. 


Our entire system of street sewers and such house connections as 
are provided with invert manholes has been thoroughly inspected 
and kept clean and in good working order. The several sumps at 
the syphons have been plunged at short intervals and the solid mat- 
ter floated away through the Metropolitan sewer. Several times 
yearly the sewers are flushed with water from our system of flush 
valves or from hydrants, and once each year the whole system of 
about twenty-one miles is thoroughly cleaned of sand and other mat- 
ter by means of steel wire brushes, which are pulled through from 
manhole to manhole. We have thirty-six flush valves in use at the 
present time, and we find them indispensable to the work of keeping 
our sewers clean and a good investment as well, since a great saving 
is made in the cost of doing the work of cleaning and flushing. We 
now use only fifteen hydrants for water in flushing, and this num- 
ber can be reduced to none by placing flush valves at points where 
needed, and this should be done in the spring. Whenever hydrants 
are used in the winter time a report is made to the water depart- 
ment of the fact, and if the hydrant does not waste properly, then 
the department can take the matter up and remedy the defect. A 
sufficient length of fire hose has been recently bought at a very low 
price for use in our flushing work. The annual cleaning work is 
now going on and will be finished about March 15, the time re- 
quired each year for this work gradually increasing on account of 
the extension of our system each year. 


PROPERTY OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


The tools and equipment of the department are in good repair 
and are ready for work when spring opens. Our wagon was thor- 
oughly repaired in the spring and is as good today as when it was 
bought. A pung has been added to our equipment and is now be- 
ing painted, and will be ready for use on January l.

On December 1 an explosion of gas occurred in our sewer man- 
holes in Church street and Rangeley road. The Arlington Gas 
Light Company’s supply main in Church street runs parallel with 
our sewer in this street, and at one point is very close to one of. our 
manholes. The gas main broke at this point, and for several days 
the gas escaped and gained access to our sewer and filled the pipes 
and manholes. When the company’s men tried to find the leak, the 
gas was ignited in some manner at the junction of Church street and 
Rangeley road, causing an explosion which displaced several rings 
and covers of manholes. We have made such inspection as was 
possible, but have not been able to discover that any serious damage 
was done other than the displacing of the manhole covers and the 
cracking of the walls of one manhole. 


PLANS AND RECORDS. 


The plans, profiles and location books of the year’s work have not 
been completed, but will be compieted within the next two months, 
and the schedules of charges of assessments made up and sent to 
the board within the same length of time.

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The force of the department at present consists of three engi- 
neers, five permanent men, twenty-eight call men, and four substi- 
tutes. Total forty men. 


The apparatus consists of one second size steam fire engine, 
weight 7900; one hook and ladder truck, weight 6100; two (2) 
horse hose wagons, weight 3900 and 3300; two (2) horse exercise 
wagons ; two (2) horse hose pungs, and one two-horse hook and 
ladder sled. All in first class condition and fully equipped with six 
hand chemicals, axes, etc. 


There are seven sets of double harnesses, four sets used for the 
apparatus and three for watering carts, all in good repair. 

The department has eight horses, six of which are in good con- 
dition. ‘The other two have seen a good many years of service, are 
slightly lame, and are not quite heavy enough to work to advantage. 
These two horses should be replaced within a short time. 


The department has 4000 ft. of 24 in. cotton, rubber-lined hose, 
the most of which is in fairly good condition. As some of this hose 
has seen a number of years of service and is liable to give out at any 
time, we think it necessary to purchase 1000 feet the coming year. 
We also have 319 feet of good ladder. 


The fire alarm is in good condition with the exception of a few 
miles of old wire which will have to be replaced the coming year. It 
consists of 385 street boxes, 5 private boxes, twenty miles of wire, 
one 8 in. steam gong and striker, one tower bell and striker, one 18 
in. and one 15 in. engine gongs, four small tappers, two tape regis- 
ters and a storage battery complete with circuit repeaters. 


The permanent men, with the horses of the department have wat- 
ered the principal streets the past year within one-half mile of the 
stations. Part of the department is always in readiness while the rest 
is watering the streets. | 


Hose No. 8, house Swanton street, has been put in first-class 
condition by building a loft for hay and grain, also a bathroom, and 
being repaired and painted on the outssde. The larger part of this 
work was done by the permanent men. 
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The central station remains in the same poor condition as last 
year, nothing being spent on it other than was absolutely necessary. 
The department has outgrown the present station and to have and 
keep things up to date, a new station and location should be had at 
once, or as soon as the grade crossing is established. ° 


The department is handicapped very badly by the need of a chem- 
ical engine, which would handle a large majority of the fires with 
no water damage. Hardly any town or city at the present time is 
without one or more of these valuable pieces of apparatus,:and with 
such a large majority of the buildings in town dwelling houses it 
would be a very wise move for the Town to purchase a chemical en- 
gine. 


The permanent men of the department have, during the past year, 
rebuilt the old hook and ladder truck into a sled and an exercise 
wagon by using the running gear and new body for the wagon and 
the frame for the truck, with a new set of runners for the truck. 
This was done at a very small expense and adds $500 to the value 
of the apparatus.

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REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER. 


DECEMBER 31, 1904. 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN — The Town Engineer’s work for 1904 has been varied 
in character and has included all kinds of work which is taken up in 
a town of the grade and standing of Winchester. ‘The work has in- 
creased rapidly from year to year since the office was created, and is 
likely to increase even more rapidly as the town grows. The force, 
as at present constituted, is hardly sufficient to do the work at the 
present time. and must be increased in the near future if the office 
is to be of as much service to the town as the citizens have good 
reason to expect it shall be. The very large number of persons who 
came to this office in the course of a year for information on file 
here proves conclusively that the office is worth all it costs and 
should be maintained and supported liberally. I have done work 
during the year for all town departments and will give a summary of 
the work done for each, besides such work as has been done for 
special committees whenever those committees have required any 
work of the Town Engineer. 7 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT. 


This department and the department of sewer work requires the 
greater part of the Engineer’s time. In the Highway Department’s 
work I have included all work done in locating street lines and the 
setting of bounds to mark changes in direction of street lines and all 
work pertaining to street improvements in any particular, __ 


In the spring the committee having in charge the building of the 
new High schoolbouse asked that a grade be fixed for the sidewalk 
in that part of Washington street directly in front of the school 
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building, and that a line of curbing be laid extending along the en- 
tire Washington street front of the school lot to give the sidewalk a 
finished appearance. I prepared plans for the curbing and set grade 
stakes for the sidewalk and for the work of re-surfacing Washington 
street from the parkway to Francis circuit. I also prepared a plan 
for a curb around the corner of Winthrop street and Washington, 
but the work was not done. In Dix street, line and grade stakes 
were set several times for grade of the sidewalk from a point near 
Church street to a point near School street, and to govern improve- 
ment work on the old Tenney estate. Line and grade stakes were 
placed for a sidewalk in Fells road for about four hundred feet, the 
grade being such as the Board would probably be willing to establish 
if the street were a public highway. In connection with the grade 
for Fells road, grade was given for about two hundred feet of tar 
concrete sidewalk in Highland avenue, extending northerly from 
Fells road. Plans were made for curbing at the corner of Bacon, 
Church and Fletcher streets and grade set for the proper placing of 
the curb. Line and grade was given for about two hundred and 
fifty feet of granolithic sidewalk in Cabot street. The street lines 
of Sheffield road and Everett avenue have been laid down and grade 
given for about five hundred feet of sidewalk in those streets to en- 
able the owners of the abutting land to grade their lots to conform 
to the grade of the street. Street lines have been given in various 
sections of town on request of citizens or by order of the Board or 
its members. A plan was prepared showing a defect in the Nor- 
wood street sidewalk near the Sanborn estate, a person having been 
injured in passing over the sidewalk at that point. 


New STREETS. 


Plans have been prepared showing lines and layout of Canal street, 
Glen road, Lawson road, Mason street extension, Myrtle terrace and 
Park avenue, all of which streets were private ways prior to this year. 
The layout of each of these streets, with the exception of Glen road 
and Lawson road, was accepted by your Board and reported to the 
Town at a town meeting held in September, at which meeting they 
were accepted according to plans and descriptions made by the engi- 
neer, and became public ways. Grade lines have been established 
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by you for the streets recently accepted as named above, according 
to profiles made by me and presented to the Board for approval. 
Stone bounds have been placed at all points where the direction of 
the lines of these streets change, and at points of intersection of 
their lines with those of other streets. 


DRAINAGE. 


The Town has done a large amount of work this year in the ex- 
tension of its system of surface water drains, the greater part of 
which was done in the Symmes corner district and in Bacon street. 
Plans were made two years ago by Mr. E. D. Fletcher, the former 
Town Engineer, and the general scheme as outlined by him has 
been carried out by me, the work of construction being done by the 
Highway Department. This work is of great importance to the 
Town, and if the remaining part of the work is done next year or in 
the near future, all that section of the town between Lawson road 
on the north and the Fells on the east, Main street on the south and 
the river on the west, will be provided for with a drain of sufficient 
size to take care of all surface water carried to it for a long time. 
In order that a clear understanding may be had by our citizens just 
what this drain is designed to do now and in the future, and the 
ultimate area provided for, I shall quote from the report made by 
Mr. Fletcher to your Board under date of Jan. 5, 1903: 


‘“‘At the present time the surface water from the entire water shed 
of one hundred and thirty-four acres is disposed of as follows : 


“Area A. That portion of the area which lies east of Highland 
avenue, between Prospect street and Madison avenue extensions, 
and on Elmwood street, and adjoining lots, now drains into an open 
ditch at the easterly side of Elmwood street, thence it runs through 
private land to a culvert at Main street, whence it is conveyed 
through a brick masonry culvert across Main street and through pri- 
vate land and is discharged upon the surface of the Symmes’ land. 

B. That portion of the watershed which lies between Elmwood 
street and Madison avenue and west of Highland avenue now drains 
to the corner of Main street and Madison avenue, where a pipe dis- 
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charges it upon land of Symmes, west of Main street. A short dis- 
tance southerly from the last mentioned pipe there is another pipe 
which conveys surface water from Main street, and a stone culvert 
which drains surface water from land of Symmes lying east of Main 
street. Both of these drains discharge their water upon Marshall 
Symmes’ land just west of Main street. In large storms the amount 
of water delivered upon this Symmes’ land is the cause of consider- 
able damage to Lloyd street and Mystic Valley parkway. Private 
owners have constructed an eighteen-inch and a fifteen-inch pipe 
drain in Lloyd street to care for the surface water of that street, and 
the Metropolitan Park Commission has extended this drain to the 
river by an — pipe: But this drain is not large enough to properly 
serve the water shed which now drains to it, and either a new drain 
will have to be constructed in Lloyd. street or some of the water 
which now drains to that point be diverted. 


C. The remaining portion of the water shed, (and the largest 
section) is that. lying south of Madison avenue to near the Medford 
line. This area now drains into an open ditch on land of Russell 
and Symmes and runs east of and about parallel to Main street to 
near Symmes corner, where it discharges into a twenty-four (24) in. 
stone culvert, which runs diagonally across Main street to land of 
Wellington, where it is connéctéd with a twelve (12) inch pipe 
which discharges upon private land, and the water then flows to a 
catch basin on the easterly side of the Mystic Valley Parkway and 
thence through a twenty-four inch pipe to the river.” 


From the foregoing it will be seen that a very large area contributes 
surface water which reached Main street, some of it passing under 
Main street in pipes and culverts which discharge upon private land, 
and the remainder flowing in street gutters until it reaches Bacon 
street. The volume of water carried to Bacon street on the surface 
of the streets which converge at Bacon street, was and is, much too 
great to be carried by the Bacon street gutters, and the result was 
that the surface of the street was frequently torn out by the rushing 
water, at times to a depth of more than two feet, causing the ex- 
penditure of a large sum of money for street repairs after each heavy 
storm. There were other considerations.which entered into the 
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reasons why this drainage work should be done. A main drain of 
thirty inch diameter was found to be large enough to carry all water 
which would be contributed by this area for a long term of years, the 
thirty inch drain to extend from the river to Main street by way of 
Bacon street, and from Bacon street to Madison avenue. From 
Madison avenue a twenty-four inch pipe to extend as far as Lawson 
road was planned for. All the drains and water ways mentioned in 
Mr. Fletcher’s report which carry water from the areas shown in his 
three sub-divisions, are to be turned into the Town’s drain. when 
constructed, and all water discharging upon private land west of 
Main street, between a point on that street opposite Lawson road 
and Bacon street, will be concentrated at the junction of Main and 
Bacon streets and be discharged into the river at a point on land 
controlled by the Metropolitan Park Commission, just south of the 
highway bridge which spans the river. Mr. Fletcher’s figures and 
data, upon which he based his estimates as to size of drains, were 
verified by an engineer with whom he had been directed to consult. 


All drains in Winchester, previous to this year, were of earthern 
pipe, but many cities and towns have found by experience that it 
was more economical to use cement concrete in this kind of work. 
The neighboring city of Medford had just completed a drain of this 
material and the city engineer informed us that the comparative cost 
of concrete and pipe showed that work could be done cheaper by 
using concrete than by using pipe and the work would be stronger 
and less likely to break under strain. We investigated the matter 
and found that concrete would be better for us to use on the score of 
economy and strength and plans were made to use concrete in the 
proportions of six parts of broken stone, three parts of sand, and one 
of Portland cement, Atlas brand. The plans by Mr. Fletcher pro- 
vided for the drain, to be laid this year, a distance of about nine 
hundred and fifty (950) feet, but we have extended it to a point 
eleven hundred and fifteen (1115) feet from the point of beginning. 
In laying out the line to be followed by the drain, care had to be 
exercised that none of the existing sewer pipes, water mains, gas 
pipes, telephone conduits or services of any kind should come in the 
way of the work as it progressed. Test pits were dug in the streets 
at points where the line of the drain would cross any of the above 
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mentioned pipes or sewers, to ascertain facts as to the grade of those 
pipes, so that the grade of the drain should be such as not to neces- 
sitate the changing of any existing pipes or mains. 


This work was all done this year and the drain has been con- 
structed, both as to line and grade, so that nothing in the shape of 
pipes of any kind was interfered with except one sewer connection, 
which was changed without any detriment to it. One of the brooks 
mentioned in the extract from Mr. Fletcher’s report has already 
been turned into the drain, so that one reason for building it has 
been accomplished. Many persons have commented on the fact 
that portions of the trench were deep, the greatest depth being ten 
feet, and have said that there was no necessity for digging so far 
below the surface. I can assure them that the trench was not dug 
one inch deeper than was necessary to avoid coming into contact 
with existing pipes which were laid years ago, the removal or chang- 
ing of which would have cost a great deal of money. Catch basins 
have been constructed according to plans and placed at points 
where they would intercept water flowing in the gutters and lead it, 
by means of laterals, into the main drain. A sufficient number of 
manholes has been provided to allow of access to the interior of the 
drain if occasion arises for doing any work in the inside of it. 
Laterals, varying in size from fifteen to ten inches in diameter, have 
been laid from the drain to the catch basins and if the basins are 
kept free from street washings there is no reason why any washout 
should ever occur in this section. A drain, which must be con- 
sidered as a lateral, has been laid from the end of Grove street 
southerly about two hundred feet to a point just south of Sanborn 
street to intercept the flow of water from Main street which has 
heretofore flowed over the center of the street and has done more 
or less damage. The concrete drain ends at a point in the easterly 
side of Main street about twenty-five feet north of Mr. Marshall 
Symmes’ driveway. 


When the work is taken up, which should be next year, the line 
will be in the grass border which takes the place of a sidewalk and 
will be continued there as far as Madison avenue, thus saving any 
taking up of the macadam road surface and preventing any serious 
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interruption to travel. Mr. Spates, Superintendent of Streets, will 
probably give in his report figures as to cost, etc., and show the 
number of catch basins, etc., which I have not considered necessary 
to give in this report. 


In Winthrop street changes were made in the drainage of the 
street by changing and enlarging the openings of two catch basins 
and placing two large side inlet stones to readily admit of the en- 
trance of more water from the gutters than was possible prior to the 
changes. I have watched the result of the alterations during some 
of our heavy storms and. have found that the result is good and jus- 
tifies the expenditure of the money necessary to bring these changes 
about. Several more catch. basins should be placed in Winthrop 
street and the drain extended to care for water from Hillside 
avenue. z 


A sketch of drainage proposed for Cross street near Holton street 
was prepared and submitted to remedy a condition of things there 
which is bad and should be taken up as soon as possible, but the 
work was laid over until a later date. 


In Sheffield road, at the turn of the road about two hundred and 
fifty feet from Everett avenue, two catch basins were constructed 
two or three years ago to caré for water which gathered there, the 
low point in the grading plan of the street being where the basins 
were built. It was thought that the sandy soil would absorb the 
greater part of the surface water in a vety short time and provide a 
natural drainage which would suffice for some years... Since the 
basins were built, the land on either side of the street has been built 
upon and the lawns graded to conform to the grade of the street. 
The basins have failed to do as much as was expected of them, with 
the result that great. puddles of dirty water stand for over twenty- 
four hours directly in front of the walks to houses on either side of 
the street, and extend for a distance of Seventy-five feet in either 
direction from the catch basins. I have paid special attention to 
this and have gone to. Sheffield road to see how the basins work, with 
the result that my observations were as above stated. 


I prepared a plan of drainage showing that pipes could be laid 
from the catch basins to Everett avenue, coming to grade at the sur- 
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face of Everett avenue about five hundred feet from the basin, the 
expense being about three hundred and fifty dollars. The plan was 
considered, but the Board did not order the work done. This should 
be taken up as soon as possible in the spring and finished upon the 
lines as laid down by my plan. 


In the section known as Cutter Village a fifteen-inch drain has 
been laid this year by the Highway Department, according to a plan 
which I have made with the view of ultimately caring for the surface 
water of the entire district. This district is comprised of property 
bordering on Clark, Salem, Richardson, Water, Canal and Rumford 
streets, all of which are private ways with the exception of Richard- 
son street and a part of Salem street. 


A grade line was established for Richardson street a year or two 
ago, and catch basins constructed at the low point, the catch basins 
to serve as a means of partially draining the water collected at the 
low point. The basins failed, as in the case in Sheffield road, to 
carry off much of the water, with the result that persons, and more 
especially school children attending the Rumford school, having to 
use Richardson street as a means of access to Main street, had great 
difficulty in passing to and from Main street without wetting their 
feet. 


What was true of Richardson street was true of all the other streets 
mentioned. Levels were taken at intervals of fifty feet in all these 
streets and profiles plotted and a grade line shown for each street, 
which would probably be the one used for the grading of the streets 
when made public ways. The grades were so fixed that the greater 
part of the surface water of the district would be carried in the gut- 
ters to the low point in Richardson street. The levels and profiles 
showed that the surface water could not be carsied on the surface 
by means of gutters either to Main street or to the low land on the 
west at the ends of these streets, and it became necessary to lay a 
drain to dispose of the water. The size used is sufficient to carry 
all water which will eventually come to Richardson street, and the 
grade is such that connecting drains may be laid in the future to 
care for the water contributed by other streets in the district.

Two catch basins have been provided at the junction of Rumford 
and Richardson streets and one manhole has been placed at a point 
in the drain to allow of access when it becomes necessary to clean 
the drain. The water from the drain now discharges upon private 
land at the foot of Richardson street. . 


The Highway Department has done some work in grading streets 
and sidewalks in Salem, Richardson and Rumford streets, the work 
in Salem street being for the purpose of helping the water to flow 
toward Main street, which is the proper way, and in Richardson and 
Rumford streets to help the flow of the water toward the low point 
in Richardson street toward which the grade tends. 


The general scheme of drainage in the Cutter Village district pro- 
vided for an eight-inch drain to connect Salem street with the stone 
culvert crossing under Main street, about one hundred and fifty feet 
north of Salem street, and discharging upon the B. & M.R. R. land. 
This last piece of work was not completed owing to cold weather. 


A piece of drain was laid at the junction of Church and High 
streets, concerning which the engineer was not consulted. 


As the subject of surface drainage is of great importance to the 
whole town I wish to state that there are many places within our 
limits where improvements should be made as soon as possible. We 
have two main trunk lines of drains constructed recently which are 
up to date and of sufficient size to serve the needs of the town for a 
long time. I refer to the Church street drainage system constructed 
two years ago, and the Symmes corner drain constructed this year. 
Each of these systems is so laid out as to line and grade as to per- 
mit of the connection of drains from side streets at any time or 
whenever the Town believes it is good judgment to connect these 
side streets. We have another main trunk line, that in Washington 
street, which is a failure and ought to be entirely reconstructed at 
once. ‘The pipes are entirely too small, too near the surface for 
safety, catch basins in some cases improperly placed and the whole 
system poorly laid out. At Eaton and Nelson streets, at which 
point all the water is concentrated, the street is flooded after each 
storm and the street, Washington, is wet and covered with a slimy 
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mud for days ata time. I have tried to work up a plan to help 
conditions at this point but I did not care to present it to the 
Board, knowing that the true remedy lies in another direction. 

At the junction of Church and Wildwood streets more or less 
flooding is occasioned by the failure of a pipe leading from Wild- 
wood street to Church street, to properly carry away the water. I 
do not know what the facts are concerning this particular pipe but 
the defect is probably due to a stoppage of the pipe with mud and 
tree roots. Drains never will do their work properly if they are not 
cleaned occasionally. 


The Church street system included in the plan a drain to be laid 
in Lagrange street which is very flat and does not drain itself. This 
work should be completed either by laying the drain as originally 
planned or by changing the grade of the street, or by both methods. 
The cost would not be great in either case. 


At Cross street, near the Highland station, drainage conditions are 
very bad. The remedy, in my opinion, is easily applied if the B. & M. 
R. R. Co. would enlarge and clear out to its former size the culvert 
to the north of Cross street, and if the brook, which formerly 
existed on private land, was reopened or an open ditch maintained 
as in the Church street drainage system. The street running wes- 
terly from the railroad bridge should be macadamized for six or 
eight hundred feet and the gutters paved to prevent the washing of 
sand which now lodges at or near the bridge and causes the street 
to be filled up, thus lessening the head room, which is too small at 
best. 


EpGE STONES. 


As I have stated in the early part of this report, edge stones were 
set at the corners of Church, Bacon and Fletcher streets, and sev- 
eral hundred feet were laid in Washington street at the High School 
building. The appearance of all street corners at the intersection 
of all side streets with our main streets would be greatly improved 
and I wish the Board would take the matter under consideration 
and do a part, at least, of the work this year and future Boards con- 
tinue the work. Pleasant and Church streets look very unkempt 
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and unfinished without edge stones, and I believe we will all agree 
that the results would be good if edge stones were laid in these 
streets. I suggested in my report of last year that the experiment 
of laying concrete edge stones be tried, and I hope it will be done 
this year. 


STONE BOUNDS. 


Bounds have been set to mark the lines of those streets which 
were accepted this year and a few new ones which remained unset in 
new streets accepted last year. ‘The matter of stone bounds is one 
which has been neglected for years in our town. In many of our older 
streets there are no bounds to indicate the street lines and this fact 
causes a good deal of work for the town engineer and for other en- 
gineers whenever occasion ‘arises for knowing where the lines are. 
A start was made two years ago to remedy this state of affairs but 
very little was done owing to lack of time. Very little work was done 
in this direction this year and nothing can be. done, as things are 
now, unless the engineer is given power to hire whatever help is 
necessary to do the work or part of it at least each year until the 
work is done. In those of our. streets which are county roads, a few 
have stone bounds and the rest have not. In Main, Church, Bacon, 
Grove, Washington and Highland Avenue extension, stone bounds 
are in place and can be easily found, the county having relocated the 
lines within the last ten years. In Pond, High, Arlington, Cross, 
Forest and Mt. Vernon Streets and that part of Highland Avenue 
extending from Mt. Vernon Street to Forest Street, there are either 
no bounds whatever or those which have been set years ago are mis- 
placed and in some instances do not mark the lines of a street of the 
width as shown on records. I believe the county commissioners are 
empowered to define the lines of any county way on petition of five 
citizens, and if the lines were defined in streets which have no bounds 
or in streets which have bounds but whose lines are. not correct ac- 
cording to record and whose measurements would not hold out on 
the ground, then bounds could be placed correctly and would serve 
as a base to work from in placing bounds in their true position in town 
ways. I wouldalso ask that the board take this matter under con- 
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sideration and present a petition to the county authorities at an early 
date, the board acting either as officers of the town or in their capacity 
as private citizens. In connection with this subject of street lines as 
shown and marked by stone bounds, there are several instances of 
streets in town which are not located in their correct positions as 
shown by plans and records of the town, the particular streets to which 
I have reference being Everett Avenue and Winchester Street. 


SIDEWALKS AND GRASS BORDERS. 


I have referred to work done in connection with the building of 
sidewalks in several different sections of town the past year, and, while 
I have no voice in saying what kind of sidewalk shall be laid down, 
I hope the board will pardon me if I suggest that no more tar con- 
crete sidewalks be laid in that ‘part.of town within a radius of one 
half mile of the center. This grade or kind of walk is one which goes 
to pieces in a short time unless the most faithful work is done in its 
construction, and the best grade of material used which is the exception 
rather than the rule. I have talked with the superintendent of streets 
and he agrees with me that if any permanent walk is laid down in 
our main streets it should be a cement walk.. I know that this is the 
belief of some, if notall, of the members of your board. We can 
investigate the best method of laying the granolithic walk and our 
highway department can do the work by first hiring a man from some 
one of the contractors who do this class of work, and either keeping 
him as a permanent addition to our street department force, or until 
our own men have learned enough to ensure good work. Nothing 
improves the appearance of a well constructed road as much as a 
grass border kept and maintained in a thorough manner. There is 
plenty of room for them in ourstreets and especially in our main 
thoroughfares a reasonable distance away from our business center. 

With the placing of edgestones the space between the roadway and 
the edge of our sidewalks could be filled with loam and grassed over, 
and the effect would be so good that abutters would take care of the 
grass space as carefully as they do their-own lawns and where this is 
not done the town could do the work. Objection might be made to 
this plan because people would walk as much on the grass border as 
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they do on the sidewalk, but I believe that when this work of grass- 
ing over is done, people will be so proud of it that they will take 
care of it and walk in the sidewalk proper as they should. 


ASSESSORS DEPARTMENT. 


At the time when my report for 1903 was written, more or less work 
had been done ona set of plans for this department. During the 
interval from January to May, so much timeas I was able to give was 
spent in completing these plans and at the time when the work of 
valuing property was commenced in May, sixty-eight of the sheets 
had been completed and were ready to be blue printed. I had hoped 
to have a larger number ready at that time but was unable to do so 
on account of the opening of out door work which had to be done. 
The plans were not blue printed this year but should be in 
1905, after corrections have been made for any transfers which may 
have been made during the year just passed. When work was com- 
menced on these plans it was found that the set of plans made in 
1894 by the water and sewer departments could be used as a basis 
for our new set, and those now used by the board of aSsessors are 
based on this work of 1894, the necessary changes, caused by those 
transfers which have taken place in the period between 1894 and 
1904, having been made. The plans of 1894 were not entirely com- 
plete, nothing of the outlying districts being shown, and some of the 
property, within what may be termed our thickly settled area, was 
lacking. I have endeavored to secure from all persons having plans 
of land in Winchester, copies of those plans and have succeeded in 
getting a considerable number but not as many as expected. An 
advertisement was inserted in the local paper and continued for several 
weeks, requesting that plans be sent to the town engineer but no 
general response was made to the request. In the spring and early 
summer the tax collector is obliged to advertise certain pieces of 
property on which taxes have not been paid, and, in order that this 
may be done legally, descriptions of each parcel advertised must be 
given by the collector. The collector comes to the town engineer 
for such descriptions as are necessary, and when plans of the property 
in question are on file, it is a simple matter to give them, but when 
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the plans are zof on file, then surveys must be made or the records 
at the Registry of Deeds must be consulted. Descriptions were 
asked for this year, by the collector, of property bordering on Pond 
Street and some land on Cambridge and High Streets, plans of which 
were not on file. My time wasall taken up at that time by other 
matters and the collector was forced to hire another engineer to get 
such facts in relation to this land as were necessary to his purpose. 
As I have stated, there are no plans in the possession of the town 
of almost the whole of that part of Winchester which lies west of 
Cambridge Street. This land is coming into the market rapidly and 
plans should be secured with as little delay as possible. In looking 
over the valuation list published each year and totaling the area as- 
sessed in this part of our town, I find that there is a total of about 
twelve hundred and fifty-five acres assessed. I have computed the area 
as shown on one of our plans, not including roads or streets, and I 
find that there are about thirteen hundred and fifty acres in the 
tract, showing that there is a discrepancy of almost one hundred 
acres between the figures published and those which I have arrived 
at. Ido not write this in any spirit of criticism and hope I shall not 
be considered as doing so, but merely to emphasize the fact that plans 
are needed and should be made assoon as possible. ‘There is another 
reason why plans of all this property lying west of Cambridge Street 
should be made. Our tree warden, Mr. Chamberlain, in his work 
pertaining to the suppression of insect pests, has had occassion to re- 
quire plans of all this property. He has applied to the Board of 
Assessors for plans and information in relation to this land, but has 
been told that the board was not in possession of the desired in- 
formation and such details as were necessary for Mr. Chamberlain’s 
purpose. He has applied to the Town Engineer, also, but has met 
with the same result. In talking with the tree warden recently, he 
has told me that a bill was to be presented at this session of the state 
legislature in relation to insect pest extermination, the bill providing 
that property owners must remove all insect pests at the expense of 
the owner. If the area of land of any individual owner is in excess 
of a limit to be specified in the bill, then the owner is to be assisted 
in paying the expense of the work from the public treasury, the amount 
of. aid.to be given in such cases to. be based on the area in. excess of 
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the limit named in the bill. The passage of this measure is problema- 
tical, but if it is made a part of our laws, then plans and definite in- 
formation as to areas in this district will be essential to the tree warden. 
I expect to be able to add to our plans for the assessors use a con- 


siderable number during the next three months. 


‘SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


A large part of my time this year has been spent in doing work for 
this department of which the town engineer is superintendent. I have 
made a report to the Sewer Commissioners giving the details of the 
work as laid out for the yearand shall not give any details in this re- 
port. The plans, profiles, etc., of the season’s work are being made 
up and work on the assessment charges on property affected by this 
year’s sewer construction has been commenced. 


INSPECTION OF WIRES. 


The preparation and examination of plans filed with applications 
for extensions of pole lines by the several electrical companies has 
taken a considerable part of my time. Thirty plans have been ex- 
amined and reports made verbally to the board at hearings held on the 
applications. I have made it my practice to take each plan separately 
and ascertain on the ground whether it showed the proposed pole 
line as represented on the plan, and have placed stakes in the great 
majority of instances at points in the streets where poles are desired, 
to guide the construction men in their work and to see that the plan 
was followed as shown by the company’s plans, or as the plans were 
corrected by me. 


~ WATER DEPARTMENT. 


A very small share of my time has been taken up this year by work 
for this department, being principally the location of gates on pipe 
“lines and plotting them, together with the mains and hydrants, on 
‘the plans of the department. There are several lines of pipes laid 
this year and within the last few years which are not shown on the 
plans but which should be, and which I propose showing when spring 
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opens. I hope to be able to work this winter on a record to be made 
for the superintendent of the department in which houses and services 
are to be shown in a manner somewhat similar to the way in which 
house connections are shown on the record books used by the sewer 
department, so that it can be ascertained without much trouble where 
services and gates are. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


No work has been done for this department except that of staking 
out a number of lots in the spring. I was asked by one member of 
the Cemetery Board if there were any plans on file at this office by 
which roads could be staked out. There is a plan in my possession 
_ which covers the whole territory within the limits of the cemetery on 
which all roads are shown. ‘Two or three years ago, a number of 
bounds were placed on lines running at right angles’ to each other 
and these bounds were placed in all sections of the cemetery and are 
easily accessible at any time. By means of them, the lines can be 
“picked up” at any time and any road or path in the whole cemetery 
can be laid out. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


Levels were taken and cross sections made on the westerly part of 
the Howe lot at the direction of the High School Building Com- 
mittee. ‘The cross sections were sent to Mr. D. W. Pratt, under 
whose direction the grading. of the school house grounds was done, 
and the westerly part of the lot was graded to conform to the grade 
of the main part of the lot as laid out by Mr. Pratt. 


Cross sections were made, also, of the new town stable lot and 
sent to the architect to aid him in placing the buildings to be erected 
later. Stone bounds have been set to mark the lines of the town 
stable and yard land. Plans have been made at the direction of the 
board showing various ways by which the grade crossing at the center 
could be abolished and considerable work done in connection with 
the same subject. 


The number of plans kept in the engineer’s office is increasing 
rapidly from year to year, the rate of increase being so great that the 
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safe room must be enlarged within the next year or two at the fur- 
thest. The office room used by the engineer is not fitted out as well 
as I believe it should be. There are no closets for clothing, or racks 
for holding paper and supplies, the walls are rough and covered with 
a whitewash which drops continually and makes the place untidy, and 
the whole appearance of the room is not in keeping with the rest of 
the building, but is more like the cellar of which it is a part. These 
facts were mentioned in my report of last year with the expectations 
that something would be done to improve the appearance of the room» 
but without result. Please have it fixed this coming year. The 
duties of the town engineer and his numerous other offices, necessitate 
his visiting all parts of town frequently and he generally has to carry 
with him a transit, rods, tapes, stakes and other things weighing in 
the aggregate about fifty pounds. This is not a great load when car- 
ried by two men, and the present engineer being strong and able- 
bodied does not object very seriously to carrying his part of the load, 
but a large part of his time is consumed in walking back and forth 
from places where work is going on. A saving could be affected if 
a horse and light carriage were provided for his use and a request is 
accordingly made that a horse and conveyance be provided for the 
town engineer.

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Thirty-second Annual Report of the Win- 
chester Water Board. 


The routine work of the department, including ordinary exten- 
sions, and renewals of pipes and services has been carried on dur- 
ing the past year as usual. All of the work called for under the 
original plans for the West Side High Service was completed early 
in the season, and some extensions have been made to the same 
since, in order to serve the new territory now being developed. 

The distribution system has been improved to some extent by the 
laying of cast iron pipes in place of the old cement lined, and by an 
increase in the size of pipes over the old ones. 


QUALITY OF THE WATER. 


The customary bi-monthly analysis of the water has been made by 
the State Board of Health, who report the quality to be excellent. 
The unpleasant taste and smell of the water which occurs nearly 
every year has not been serious and its duration has been short. 


WorK OF BOARD ON SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


At the last Annual Town Meeting a special committee was ap- 
pointed to investigate and report on the receipts and expenditures 
of the Water Department. ‘The report of this committee will give 
some information which would otherwise have been presented in this 
report.

The Board recormiends that thé balaiice from West Side High 
Service account be transferred to Construction account, and that the 
balance of receipts, after allowing for interest and maintenance, be 
devoted to construction account.

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Superintendent’s Report. 
WINCHESTER, Mass., December 31, 1964. 
To the Water Board: 


GENTLEMEN—lI herewith submit a report of the work done for the 
past year under my supervision. 


The water used in the town has been about equally divided between 
the North and South Reservoirs ; gates being closed, one on Washing- 
ton street, at the junction of Main Street, one at the junction of 
Main and Pleasant Streets, and one at the junction of Church and 
Main Streets, dividing the two supplies in the center of the town, 
thus giving the fire department the benefit of five hydrants from each 
Reservoir near the Center. 


The water has been good. No complaints have been made except 
from takers on a few dead ends. These troubles were quickly 
remedied. The number of dead ends has been greatly reduced 
only a few remain. 


The shores of both Reservoirs have been kept as clean as possible 
from. drift, leaves and grass. 


The hydrants have all been cared for and kept in good order, all 
have been flushed and oiled for winter. 


There has been considerable money expended on the street gates, 
the old wooden boxes were decayed, we have dug them up and re- 
placed them with iron boxes. They have all been located properly, 


We have had about all the service boxes located, and we find a 
great saving in labor on this account. Some were found under con- 
crete walks, others under a number of inches of filling and some 
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boxes were rotten and filled with dirt. We have replaced one hun- 
dred with new iron boxes, and others remain to be changed in the 


spring. 


There have been 7599 feet of street pipes laid the past year from 
one inch to twelve inch, 4857 feet of which are on new streets and 


2742 feet to replace old cement pipe.

Report of Special Committee on Water 
Department Finance. 


At the annual town meeting held in March, 1904, it was voted: 

“That a committee of seven, three of whom shall be the present 
members of the Water Board, three appointed by the Moderator, 
and the Moderator, be a committee to consider methods for raising 
money for the purposes of the Water Department, to examine the 
matter of the receipts and expenditures of said department and the 
payment of the water debt and to report thereon.” 


The subject matter of Articles 16 and 17 of the warrant was also 
referred to the same committee. ‘These articles are as follows: 


ARTICLE 16. ‘To see if the Town will amend the by-laws relating 
to the collection of water rates. 


Art. 17. To see if the Town will amend the by-laws regarding 
the price for large quantities of water. 


Under this vote the committee consisted of Charles T. Main, 
Henry C. Ordway, David N. Skillings, Frank Barr, Daniel L. Smith, 
Thomas S. Spurr and Edgar J. Rich. The committee organized by 
choosing Edgar J. Rich chairman, and Daniel L. Smith clerk. 


Your committee has given careful consideration to the question of 
receipts and expenditures, with the view of arriving at some conclu- 
sion which would represent a constant and proper plan of financing 
the Water Department. 


It would seem, at the outset, that a municipality ought not to 
furnish a commodity like water to its inhabitants at less than cost. 
Under the many schemes for municipal ownership, it has never been 
suggested that heat, light, wood, coal or any commodity should be 
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sold to the citizens at less than cost to the municipality. It would 
not seem that any different reasoning is applicable to the furnishing 
of water. 


If the cost of the water plant, represented by bond 1 issues, was a 
continuing obligation, as is the debt of a railroad or other public 
service corporation, this prificiple would seém clearly applicable. 
This, however, is not the situation as far as municipal obligations are 
concerned. The water debt, like other town debts, has to be paid 
off at a more or less rapid rate during a period of about thirty Yn 
If, therefore, the present water users are obliged to pay in their rates 
sufficient to meet the installments of bonds as they become due, a 
great burden would be placed upon them and the future generations 
would profit thereby. The average yearly payment toward the reé- 
duction of the water debt during the next ten years is not far from 
$19,000. Heretofore, the town in its general levy has raised by tax- 
ation sufficient to pay off these obligations. Your committee does 
not consider it wise to make any recommendation looking to a 
change of policy as far as the payment of this debt is concerned. 
We are, however, agreed that the receipts from water rates ought to 
be sufficient to cover maintenance, interest on the water debt, re- 
newals and ordinary extensions. 


If the water debt were in substance a perpetual debt, and if there 
were no deterioration in the plant, it perhaps would be proper finan- 
ceering to meet extensions by the issue of new obligations. But, as 
the debt is being gradually paid off, and as there is a depreciation in 
the value of the plant, estimated at at least two per cent. per year 
on the distribution system, we believe that the amount necessaty for 
ordinary construction does not more than counterbalance the deteri- 
oration. 


Another fact ought to be noticed in referencé to the reduction of 
the water debt, and that is, that for a period of years the water débt 
has been, and will for the next twelve years be reduced much more 
rapidly than the other town debts, due to the fact that‘the town h has 
been careful, in arranging its obligations, to have about the same 
amount fall due each year. 
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Starting out, then, with the principle that water rates ought to pay 
for maintenance, interest, renewals and ordinary construction, we find 
the situation for the ten years beginning 1901 as follows:

REMARKS. 


A. Income before rates were reduced. 
B. First year after rates were reduced. 
C. Second year after rates were reduced. 


D. By using $3,000 special appropriation, $2,500 transferred 
from west side high service, and an unexpended balance, the amount 
available for construction was sufficient for 1904. Actual amount 
spent for maintenance was $6,750, $250 coming from balance pre- 
vious year. 

FE. There is an unexpended balance of $4,494.89 in the con- 
struction account of 1904, which, carried over to 1905, will, with the 
excess of water rates above maintenance and interest, make available 
for construction about $9,600. This will probably be sufficient. 


F. It may be possible to keep the construction down to the sum 
available in 1906. 


“G. In and after 1907, the amount available for construction will 
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probably be sufficient unless some extraordinary extension is made, 
or some emergency calls for a larger expenditure than usual. 


In 1905 and later the amounts given for maintenance and income 
are estimates. An analysis of the table shows that in all probability 
after 1906 or 1907 there will be sufficient income from water rates, 
unless they are reduced, for meeting all of the expenses of the de- 
partment unless it should be necessary to make some extraordinary 
extensions or renewals. 


If the principles governing your committee are sound, there ought 
to be an advance in water rates, but inasmuch as the increase In 
receipts from water rates and the decrease in interest in the course 
of a few years will enable the water rates to meet the ordinary ex- 
penses, we do not recommend a change at the present time. 


But in making this recommendation we desire most strongly to 
advise against a reduction of water rates when the time comes that 
there is a surplus after paying the ordinary expenses as outlined 
above. : 


During the past, and fora number of years to come, the water 
users will profit at the expense of the town as a whole. It is true 
that no charge is made by the Water Department to the town for 
water for public services, but the value of this is probably not greater 
than one-fourth of the amount paid by the town towards the reduction 
of its water debt. Later on when a surplus arises, that surplus should 
be turned over to the town to recompense it for its part i in liquid- 
ating the Water Department’ s indebtedness. 


There are certain other changes in the by-laws and regulations 
which we respectfully recommend. The chief object of these 
changes is to prevent the waste of water and eliminate doubtful 
classifications and charges. Some of these changes involve the in- 
stallation of meters. The time may come when it will be necessary 
to place all services upon the meter basis, for it is the experience of 
municipalities which have tried both the fixture and the meter sys- 
tems that under the meter system only about one-half the water is 
used as under the system where payment is made per fixture. 


The following are the present rates for dwelling houses and in 
these we recommend no change: 
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Dwelling houses occupied by one family, for first faucet, $4.00 
For each additional faucet, to be used by same family, 1.00 


When a house is occupied by more than one family, one 
faucet only being used by all, for each family, 4.00 


When a house is occupied by more than one family, the 
highest rates will be charged for each family having 
the water carried into their part of the house : 


For the first bath tub, dwelling houses, 2.50 
For each additional bath tub, 2.50 
For the first water closet, 2.50 
For each additional water closet, 2.50 


Where bath tubs or water closets are used by more than 
one family, for each family, 2.50 


Where two faucets are used, one for hot and one for cold 
water, and both emptying into one basin, but one 
charge will be made for both. 


The following are the present rates for boarding houses, hotels and 
public baths, and we recommend that all these be placed on meters : 


BOARDING HOUSES. 


For the first faucet, $10.00 
For each additional faucet, 2.00 
First water closet or first bath tub, when used by board- 

ers, each, 8.00 
Each additional bath tub or water closet, 3.00 


Pusiic BATHS. 


For each tub in a public bath house or hotel, $8.00 
For each water closet in a public bath house or hotel, 8.00 


The following are the rates on fountains and we recommend no 
change : 
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FOUNTAINS. 


For not more than three hours in any one day, and for 
not more than four months in a year: 


1-16th of an inch jet, $3.00 
1-8th of an inch jet, 5.00 
1-4th of an inch jet, 8.00 


3-8ths of an inch jet, 10.00 


The rates for stables are as follows:

Private stable, for each horse, $3.00 
For each cow, E pne 1.40 
Livery, club and boarding stables, for each horse, 4 aenash aa 


Truck and cart stables, for each horse, 2.00 
The rates for stables include water for washing carriages 
with hose. | 


We recommend that all stables containing fixtures be placed on 
meters and that where there is no water in the stable the following 
charges be made: 


For each horse, $2.00 
For each cow, 1.50 


The following are the rates for stores, offices, warehouses, markets, 
saloons, workshops and restaurants : 


STORES, OFFICES, WAREHOUSES, Erc., Not INCLUDING MANUFACTURIES 
OR WORKSHOPS. 


First faucet, each, $6.00 


Where two or more tenants are supplied from the same 

faucet, each, 5.00 
First water closet used by occupants of one tenement only, 3.00: 
When used by occupants of more than one tenement, 

for each tenant, 3.00 


For each additional faucet or water closet, half of above 
rates will be charged. 
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MARKETS, SALOONS, RESTAURANTS, WORKSHOPS. 


For markets, saloons, restaurants, workshops, or for pur- 
poses not included in any other classification, and not 
requiring more than an ordinary supply of water, 
from, $6.00 to 25.00 


We recommend that these and manufacturies be placed on 
meter, © 


The rates for hose are as follows and we recommend no change: 


Hose. 


For hose not over three-eighths inch orifice, used for 
washing windows, sprinkling streets, or watering gar- 
dens (and the use of the same may be limited to one 
hour per day) not less than $3.00 


The rates for steam engines are as follows: 


STEAM ENGINES. 


For each engine working not over twelve hours a day, 
* for each horse-power, $6.00 


We recommend that whenever wateris used for boilers used for 
power or to make steam for manfacturing purposes the water shall 
be metered. 


For building purposes special rates are made by the water board 
and we recommend no change. 


The rates for large quantities of water for manufacturing and other 
purposes and the by-law relating thereto are as follows: 


MANUFACTURING AND OTHER PURPOSES. 


In all cases where large quantities of water are required and where 
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meters are demanded as provided by Section 14 of these Rules and 
Regulations, the charge for the same shall be ascertained by meters : 


For each hundred gallons two cents, provided, however, that the 
charge shall not be less than twelve dollars for any one year, and 
provided, further, that when the water is used by any one taker for 
one year there shall be paid to the taker during the month of January 
in the following year rebate of ten per cent. on the bill paid for 
over 150,000 gallons, of fifteen per cent. for over 250,000 gallons, of 
twenty-five per cent. for over 500,000 gallons, of fifty per cent. 
for over. 1,000,000 gallons, respectively for the year. 


Our recommendation is that, in all cases where large quantities of 
water are used, it shall be metered. The minimun charge shall. be 
twelve dollars a year. The charges for water used in each six months 
shall be as follows : — 


Ist 50,000 gals. or fraction thereof, 2 cents for each 100 gals. 
2nd 50.000 gals. or fraction thereof, 1.9 cents for each 100 gals. 
3rd 50,000 gals. or fraction thereof, 1.8 cents for each 100 gals. 


And so on with the same rate of reduction until the amount used 
shall have exceeded 550,000 gals. in one six months. The charge 
for all water used in excess of 550,000 gals. in 6 months shall be at 
the rate of one cent per hundred gals. 


The Water Board shall have the right to stop the use of large 
quantities of water for special purposes whenever,.in its judgement, 
the water must be conserved for domestic uses. 


METER CHARGES FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 


The minimum charge for metered water for a stable shall be $5 a 
year. 


The minimum charge for metered water for all other purposes 
shall be $12 a year. 


The charge for metered water shall be at the rate of two cents 
per hundred gallons, except as provided for under the section 
‘‘Manufacturing and Other Purposes”’. 
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Sections 11 and 12 of the Regulations are as follows :— 


Section 11. 1. All persons taking water shall keep the service- 
pipes within their premises, including the pipes to the street line, in 
good repair, and protected from frost, at their own expense, and they 
will be held responsible for all damage which may result from fail- 
ure to do so. . 


2. ‘They shail prevent all unnecessary waste of water, and shall 
not conceal the purposes for which it is used. 


3. No alteration shall be made in any of the pipes or fixtures in- 
serted by the Town, except by persons authorized by the Water 
Board or Registrar, who are to be allowed to enter the premises 
supplied, to examine the fixtures and ascertain if there was any un- 
necessary waste. 


4. No water shall be supplied to parties not entitled to the use 
of it under these regulations, unless by special written permit of the 
Water Board. 


Secrion 12. In every case of violation of any one of the rules 
contained in Section 11, the water shall be immediately cut off from 
the building or place where such violation occurred, although two or 
more parties may take the water through the same pipe; and shall 
not be let on except by order of the Water Board, and on the pay- 
men! of two dollars ; and in case of any such violation, the Water 
Board shall have the right to declare any payment made for the water 
by the person permitting such violation to be forfeited, and the same 
shall thereupon be forfeited. 


We recommend that there be added to Section 11 paragraph 1 
the following :— 


“The Water Department shall lay all services from the main in the 
street to the inside of the building to be supplied, in such location 
and manner and using such material as it deems proper, the cost of 
the same from the street line to the building shall be charged to the 
owner. An estimate of the cost shall be made and the amount must 
be deposited with the town before the work is begun.” 
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The following addition and change are also recommended :— 


1. Turninc On Anp SHuTYING Orr WATER. 


A charge of one dollar shall be made whenever the Department is 
requested to turn on or shut off the water in any service. 


2. Extension OF PIPES. 


The present by-law relating to the extension of pipes is as follows : 


‘‘Section 17. Whenever application is made to the Water Board 
by parties who have built or intend to build on unaccepted streets, 
for an extension of the water pipes, they shall refuse such applica- 
tion unless on examination of the premises it is found. that the street 
is properly graded and that the income from the use of said water 
shall not be less than five per cent. per annum on the cost of said 
extension.” | 


The Water Board has found that it has no security in case the 
owner sells his land, for the obligation does not run with the land, 
and it becomes difficult to enforce the agreement against the person 
making it. ‘The following is, therefore, respectfully submitted : . 


“‘ Whenever application is made to the Water Board for an exten- 
sion of the water pipes on an unaccepted way, it may, if it sees fit, 
grant such application if, in the judgment of the Board, the increase 
in the value of the land abutting on or reached from said way due 


to the extension of the water service, will be sufficient to yield an 
increase in taxes, exclusive of water rates, which will at least equal 


six per cent. on the cost of such extension.”’ 


The following minor changes are suggested to conform with the 
present practice. 


Section 4 provides that the Water Registrar shall report to the 
Water Board on or before the first day of January “the number 
of cases where the water has been shut off; the number and the 
amount of the abatements ; the amount of water rates assessed and 
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collected and paid over to the Town Treasurer.’”’ We recommend 
that this read as follows : 


“The amount of water rates assessed and the amount of abate- 
ments.”’ 


In Section 5 the last sentence reads as follows: 


“After January 1, 1877, all charges for specific supplies or for 
fractional parts of a year shall be payable in advance before the 
water is turned on.” 


We recommend that this read as follows: 
“‘ All charges for specific supplies, unless determined by meter, 


shall be payable before the water is turned on.”’ 


Section 13 is as follows: 


“The following rates shall be charged annually to the owners of 
the premises for the use of the water, the year commencing on the 
first day of January and ending the last day of December.” 


We recommend the following change: 


“The owners of premises shall be charged on the first days of 
January and July for the use of water during the succeeding six 
months at the following rates per annum.” 


Section 1-4, the last clause is as follows: 


“Any water taker may demand to have a meter set on written 
application and the payment of the manufacturer’s price of the 
same.” 


We recommend that this be changed as follows: 


“Any water taker may demand to have a meter set, on written 
application and a deposit to cover the estimated cost of the meter 
and its installation.”’ 


In regard to Article 16 of the warrant of last year, your committee 
recommends that no change be made in the manner of collecting 
rates. 
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In regard to Article 17, your committee deems it inexpedient to 
make any lower rates for the use of water in large quantities for 
manufacturing purposes.

The Board of Overseers of the Poor herewith present their report 
for the past year. 


The actual cost does not vary materially from year to year, the 
work however increases more rapidly as the careful investigation and 
visiting required to intelligently distribute aid, necessitates the taking 
of a great deal of valuable time. 


There is very little sickness now among the poor under our care. 


We shall have only one insane bill to pay the coming year, as the 
state now assumes the care and expense of insane cases; we shall 
however, need an appropriation equal to last year’s owing to the fact 
that our expenditures are slowly but surely increasing. 


We recommend an appropriation of $4,300 for the ensuing year.

Report of Committee Appointed to Consider 
the Purchase of a Town Farm. 


The question of owning and maintaining a farm for the habitation 
and employment of the poor must have engaged the attention of 
the town at intervals in the past. At the present time the greater 
number of the neighboring municipalities are owning such farms and 
maintaining abodes in common for their people dependent upon 
public support. 

It may be very difficult for a city or large town to find suitable 
boarding places for the great number of unfortunates to be pro- 
vided for, and a poor-house may sometime become a peremptory 
requirement for Winchester by reason of its too numerous wards. 
It is more than probable that such a time will come, but the com- 
mittee do not think that in prudence we are yet called upon to 
provide for such a condition. 

The poor shrink from a poor-house, and many are deterred from 
appealing for aid when they know that a home in common with very 
many others of their class is the only outlook. 

It is probable that upon the poor-farms the inmates are really as 
well fed, clothed and cared for as the same persons would be if 
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board was hired for them in private homes. It is doubtful if there 
is often unkindness or neglect in these institutions, but the name 
and the associations are deterrent. 

Such sentiments in worthy and unfortunate people should be 
seriously regarded. What is a proper provision for them should 
never be determined upon pecuniary considerations only. 

What is the situation in our town today? In the annual reports 
of the Overseers of the Poor it will be discovered that we have very 
few people wholly supported by the town, and that the entire 
expense of the Poor Department is remarkably moderate. It is the 
opinion of the committee making this report that for some years to 
come the town can provide for its poor as in the past, without a 
farm or common home, at less expense even than is involved in the 
cost and maintenance of a farm, and that the happiness and welfare 
of the poor people would fail of promotion by making an early 
change of system. Many are helped to only a small extent; many 
for brief intervals only. Greater latitude and adaptability in dealing 
with the individual cases are now possible than if there were a 
single large home. 

The committee thererore recommends that no action be taken 
toward the purchase of a poor-farm so long as the present favorable 
conditions continue.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
WINCHESTER PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The most pressing problem that confronted the trustees at the 

beginning of the year was the need of more room. Shelf room for 
the books added during the year, has been gained by changing some 
of the book stacks, and by providing two cases for reference books 
in the reading room. It will be possible to take care of the new 
books for a year or two more in a similar manner. After that time 
the efficiency of the library will be greatly impaired unless some 
comprehensive scheme for increasing the shelving is adopted. Be- 
sides the lack of shelf room, the library has insufficient space for its 
workers, and inadequate provision for readers. 


So far as material goes, the library is well equipped to be of great 
assistance in educational work. It possesses a wealth of books, 
adapted to the study of history and general literature, as well as 
books of reference on science, art and nature. The true value of a 
library is not in its possession alone, but in the facilities it affords 
for consultation and use. -Many books can be most conveniently 
consulted in the library itself. A card catalogue, though of great 
value to those who will take the trouble to learn to use it intelli- 
gently, is not of much assistance to the young and inexperienced, 
while the books themselves, if properly classified, are their own best 
catalogue. 


The trustees have extended, as far as practicable, the privilege of 
admitting readers to the shelves for the selection of books, and 
hope sometime to have space enough so that men and women, boys 
and girls, can not only go to the shelves, but also have room enough 
to consult the books there conveniently. It is not possible to do 
this in the present crowded condition, neither can the work of the 
librarian and her assistants be done systematically and economically 
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in their contracted quarters. The changes made during the year 
gave temporary relief in the matter of book storage only. ‘The 
facilities are out-grown, and within a very short time the town will 
have to consider seriously how it will provide sufficient and suitable 
accommodations for its library. 


The books of reference and the various illustrated works placed 
on the new shelves in the reading room, have proved of very con- 
siderable interest to the frequenters of the library, and the result 
shows the advantage of making the books as accessible as possible. 


On the other hand, the reading room in the second story, re- 
served for adults, is not as much used as it probably would be 
if more people were aware of its existence, or if it were nearer the 
book collection. Yet, to look over the frequently changed ‘collec- 
tions of attractive photographs, the relics gathered by the Historical 
Society, and the liberal supply of current magazines, will well repay 
climbing the narrow stairway. 


It is hardly necessary to say that the trustees wish to make the 
library meet the desires and convenience of the citizens in every 
possible way. They are always glad to receive requests for the 
purchase of books of general interest, as well as other suggestions 
toward making the library of greater usefulness. 


The plan for reserving books, which has been tried for a little 
more than a year, has proved of great convenience to those who 
have used it. If it were more generally understood, it would 
doubtless be taken advantage of more freely. On request, anyone 
by paying for a postal card, will be notified of the return of a book 
to the library, and the book will be reserved for them for twenty- 
four hours. 


The bulletins of new books printed nearly every month and given 
away at the desk, will be mailed to anyone who deposits ten cents 
with the librarian to cover the postage for a year. | 


A small collection of books, renewed from time to time, has been 
kept at the Wadleigh school for circulation among the scholars, 
under the supervision of the principal. As a further means_ of 
interesting the school children in the library, the librarian has. pre- 
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pared several lists of books on special subjects suggested by the 
school committee. 


At the request of the trustees, the selectmen, who have control of 
this matter, have increased the insurance carried on the books and 
other property of the library. In the opinion of the trustees, how- 
ever, the amount now in force, $8,000, is not enough to afford 
adequate protection. 


During the year, the library has begun buying the printed cards 
for the card catalogue, issued by the Librarian of Congress. These 
can be obtained at a nominal cost for most of the books purchased, 
and are, of course, much more legible and comprehensive than the 
written ones. Enough duplicates may be had to allow entering 
each book under the different subjects it treats of, as well as under 
the name of the author and the general heading. The value of 
a card catalogue depends so much on the fullness of these subor- 
dinate subject reference, that it is intended to replace gradually the 
old cards so far as possible. 


The necessity for providing more shelf room, and the amounts 
larger than usual spent for binding and replacing books worn out by 
constant use, have made the sum available for buying new books 
considerably less than in previous years. ‘The comparatively small 
amount of new fiction added is partly due to this fact. It is also 
due to the feeling of the trustees that while the library should own 
such of the new novels as have any permanent value, and even 
many of the best of those of merely transient interest, the larger 
part of current fiction is of so little value that the demand for it 
should be left to be supplied by the circulating libraries. The 
necessity for buying duplicate copies of the more popular. books is 
largely obviated by the many opportunities for obtaining them open 
to those unwilling to wait their turn at the library. 


What books to select, aside from fiction, for a library in a place 
like Winchester, is a question that deserves careful consideration. 
The trustees feel that their duty to the library is not fully discharged 
by providing a supply of what may be called readable books for 
general circulation, important as that phase of the work certainly is. 
A policy of this kind would result after a few years in a desultory 
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collection rather than a valuable library. The aim should be to 
build up gradually, within the limits of the library’s resources and 
scope, a reference collection complete enough to allow the average 
reader, or the pupils of the schools, to carry any line of reading or 
research as far as they are likely to care to go, but not to provide 
for professional specialists. For them the Boston Public Library 
affords ample opportunity. 


It also seems desirable to extend the collection of books in cer- 
tain directions more completely than in others, to specialize some- 
what along lines that are likely to prove especially interesting and 
stimulating. 


For example, a number of books have been bought recently treat- 
ing in various ways of the development of our western Bi? | 
Among others: 


“‘ Hennepin’s Voyages and Discoveries.” 

“The League of the Iroquois.” 

“The Trail of Lewis and Clark.” 

‘“‘ Pathfinders of the West.”’ 

“The Voyages of Coronado.” 

“‘ Thwaite’s “ Daniel, Boone,” “ Father Marquette.” 
“ George Rogers Clark.” 

“The Military Roads of the Northwest.” 

‘““The Great American Canals.” 


Also several novels whose scenes are located in the same period — 
“The Crossing,” ‘The Rose of Old St. Louis,” ‘‘ Robert Cavalier,” 
These, with other books already in the library, are enough to form 
the beginning of what might become in a few years a fairly compre- 
hensive collection of the more easily procured books on the seapom 
subject. 


The trustees wish to express their gratitude to. those who have 
given books and pamphlets to the library during this year, and also 
to suggest that there must be many valuable books in the town 
which are now rarely or never looked at by their owners, but which 
if given to the library would be of interest to many. 
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Three thousand more volumes have been taken out from the 
library this year than last, and with the growing circulation and the 
greater number of books comes additional expense in caring for 
them. The appropriation for the library has not been increased for 
eight years. ‘The trustees feel that a larger amount is needed to 
carry on the work properly, and that the increased value and effi- 
ciency of the library will well repay the town for the additional 
expense. ‘They therefore ask for an appropriation of $2000 and the 
dog tax.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of the Winchester Public Library. 


GENTLEMEN: — The following report for 1904 is submitted at 
your request. 


For some years a better co-operation with the school teachers has 
been the desire of the librarian, in the effort to interest the children 
in a higher grade of reading. Owing to our few assistants work with 
the children falls almost entirely upon the librarian. With the pres- 
sure of other duties it is possible to accomplish but little in the way 
of guidance for their general reading, or satisfactory assistance for 
for their reference work. It is hoped that some arrangement can be 
made whereby the teachers will notify the librarian in advance of 
topics and subjects on which the children need assistance, so that the 
many facilities of the library can be used to better advantage. Many 
articles are hidden in poorly indexed books and are necessarily over- 
looked when the children come as they do in the busiest hours. 


Late in the spring the librarian checked with our library numbers 
a graded children’s catalogue prepared by the Carnegie Library at 
Pittsburg. ‘Taking this for a foundation Mr. Briggs, master of the 
Wadleigh School, has circulated this fall term among seventy-nine 
children one hundred and seventeen books, seventy-one non fiction, 
forty-six fiction, the latter standard fiction of a higher grade than 
they naturally select when choosing for themselves at the library. 
This plan undoubtedly has possibilities of still greater enlargement. 
A similar printed list distributed to all the schools would accomplish 
great good. 


Several of the other teachers have conferred with the librarian in 
regard to lists of books they have prepared for their scholars. Many 
of our standard books, (which have done service from the foundation 
of the library) could well be replaced with modern copies supplied 
with indices, etc., to make their contents much more available. 
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With the addition of our new bookcases, many of our reference 
books, previously obscured or locked up, have been greatly used. 
The illustrated ones especially are enjoyed by the young people. 


Bulletin boards, posters, book covers, authors’ pictures, etc., have 
been used to call attention to new books each month. 


Exhibition of pictures and books illustrating Lincoln’s and Wash- 
ington’s birthdays were displayed. A map of Middlesex County and 
a war map of the Russo-Japanese conflict have been much studied 
by old and young. 


In the spring a collection of Clay concretions presented by Mr. 
Samuel Howe of Gardner created much interest. 
The statistics for the year are appended.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


For THE YEAR Enpinc Dec. 31, 1904. 


The organization of the Board as effected at the first meeting held 
after the annual town meeting in March, was by the choice of Dr. B. 
T. Church as chairman and Mr. James Hinds as secretary for the 
ensuing year. Meetings of the Board have been held at stated 
intervals and special meetings have been called whenever matters of 
sufficient importance demanded that action be taken before the 
time for holding regular meetings. The usual number of special 
licenses have been granted to plumbers, undertakers and others. 

The general health of the town has been about the average for the 
past few years, with about the same number of contagious diseases 
reported as last year. Our death rate for 1904 has been consid- 
erably higher than that of 1903, the number of permits for interment 
granted this year by the Board being one hundred and six, and the 
number of deaths reported to the town clerk for this year being one 
hundred and thirty-six, as against one hundred and six for the pre- 
vious year’s record as stated by the town clerk.

Each case of disease of infectious character is recorded as soon as 
notice is received, the principal of the school which the child attends, 
if he is an attendant of our public schools, is notified of the essential 
facts in the case, a notice is sent to the library trustees, and a report 
of all cases reported to the local board within twenty-four hours, is 
made to the State Board of Health. ‘The house where the case 
occurs is placarded with a card giving the name of the disease and 
a warning to all persons against removing the card without authority 
from the Board of Health. These facts should be familiar to all of 
our citizens, but doubtless, many of them do not know what measures 
are taken by the Board to guard the public health. In spite of the 
efforts made by the Board and contrary to the law in such cases, 

householders have been guilty of withholding, in a few instances, 
notice of cases of infectious diseases of which they have knowledge. 
This action, whenever it occurs, makes the person withholding such 
information liable to severe punishment for each offence. The 
regulations of this Board are meant for the general good, and all 
good citizens should assist the Board in doing the duty which it is 
created for, namely, the preservation of the public health.

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GARBAGE COLLECTION. 


Our report of last year stated that the Board was continually 
receiving complaints of failure to collect the garbage, and we 
recommended that a change be made in the method of collection, 
and that the work be done by employes of the town. The Board’s 
plan included the purchasing of a modern, steel body garbage 
wagon, horse, harness and necessary supplies, and the employing of 
two permanent men to do the work, the garbage, after being col- 
lected, to be sold to the highest bidder, on a contract to extend 
over a period of one or more years. ‘The citizens, at the March 
meeting, approved our plan and appropriated a sum of money 
which would be sufficient, in the opinion of the Board, to pay the 
expense of garbage collection as planned for. The contract, under 
the terms of which the offal was being collected, expired on May 
Ist of this year, and we prepared to take up the work and carry 
it on by the new method without any delay or interruption of the 
service. Our equipment was purchased, our contract for disposing 
of the output was made, and arrangements made with the com- 
mittee on town stable and yard, whereby we were given the use of 
an old stable building on the Linden street lot for depositing the 
garbage collected each day. <A three year contract was made with 
Mrs. Mary P. C. Cummings of Woburn, to take all garbage collected 
by the Board at the rate of eight hundred dollars per year, the con- 
tractor to remove the offal daily, or whenever the contractor’s 
wagon was filled. We are pleased to say that on May Ist we com- 
menced collecting the offal and have continued the service 
uninterruptedly since that date, and we believe that the citizens of 
Winchester are well satisfied with the improvement made in the 
matter of garbage disposal. da 


RussELL Brook NUISANCE. 


The condition of Russell Brook, which enters Winchester at 
Cross street near the Woburn line, and flows under north Main 
street, through Sheridan Circle to the outlet from Horn Pond, has 
been a source of great annoyance and danger to the people living in 

its vicinity, and the cause of frequent complaint to this Board. The 
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brook rises in Woburn, and flows southerly in that city by the line 
of the railroad until it reaches Winchester at Cross street, its banks 
throughout its entire course through Woburn being flanked by 
numerous tanneries and currying shops. The waste from several of 
the tanneries in Woburn is discharged into the brook and causes an 
odor which is almost beyond description. As the source of 
contamination is, and always has been, in Woburn, we have felt that 
we could not apply the remedy directly, but through the Board 
of Health of that city, if the Woburn authorities were willing to co- 
operate with us. We have made several requests to the Woburn 
Board that they take such action as would be necessary to abate the 
nuisance, but without result. We have applied to the State Board 
of Health for assistance in the abatement of this nuisance, but the 
state authorities claim to have no jurisdiction in the matter, and 
refer us back to the Woburn authorities. An examination, however, 
was made by the engineer of the State Board, and the substance of 
his report, as given us in a communication from the State Board of 
Health under date of Oct. 18, was to the effect that the brook was 
badly polluted at the time the examination was made, late in Sep- 
tember, and that a very foul odor arose from it. ‘The communica- 
tion stated also that action could be taken by the Woburn Board of 
Health under existing laws, and that the attention of the Woburn 
authorities had been called to this fact and the facts as brought out 
by the engineers’ examination. This Board feels that action should 
be taken in this matter as soon as possible by the Woburn Board, 
and if that Board fails to act within a short time, recourse should be 
had to the courts for a prompt and complete abatement of the 
nuisance. 


HIGHLAND SCHOOL HOUSE. 


The sanitary conditions of the Highland school building, as _pre- 
sented in our report of 1903, have been remedied this year to the 
entire satisfaction of this Board, and of the people living in the 
neighborhood of the building. 


All complaints of alleged nuisance coming to the Board have 
been investigated, and such action taken as would, in the opinion of 
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the Board, remedy conditions as set forth in the various complaints 
and petitions. Various extensions of the sewers have been made 
this year, and all houses, when the drainage conditions were bad, 
have been connected. 


The report of the Inspector of Plumbing is presented as part of 
this report, and shows what new buildings have been plumbed, new 
fixtures installed, etc., and facts in relation to this branch of our 
work.

© the limit of real estate valuation has been reached, we must find more 
_ personal property in order to keep the rate of taxation where it is 
now. 

We do-not feel that the valuation of the town will show much if 
any increase in valuation the coming year. 

During the year we expended for plans, $273.89, and for card 
isystem. (with cabinet) $60.18, and we feel that it was money well 
“expended, as the work has been done more thoroughly than hereto- 
,fore, although to successfully carry it on will require quite an addi- 

tional. amount of clerical work which has been provided. for in our 
estimate for, the coming year.

Report of a Special Committee Upon Auditing 
The Tax Collector’s Accounts. 


The committee appointed at the last annual town meeting to 
recommend a method of auditing the Tax Collector’s report, has 
given consideration to the subject, but finds it difficult to present 
any complete method.

If notice is sent by the Auditor to every property tax payer who is 
in arrears at the time of auditing, advising him of the amount ap- 
pearing upon the books to be due from him, he will probably re- 
spond if the written announcement is not correct. This would tend 
to prove the books. Beyond favoring such action on the part of 
the Auditor, the committee is not agreed in proposing any marked 
changes, but recommends the passage of the following vote : 


Voted, ‘That at some one time in every year, when the Tax Col- 
lector’s books shall be audited, the Auditor be directed to notify in 
writing all persons whose property taxes then appear to be unpaid, 
of the amount so appearing due from them respectively, in his letter 
also requesting a reply if the notification is not correct.

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Fifty- Fifth Annual Report of the School Com- 
mittee of Winchester, Massachusetts. 


The work of the past year has been along safe and conservative 
lines ; no hastily considered experiments have been attempted, no 
showy display undertaken. At the same time an effort has been 
made to give as broad and generous a training as is consistent with 
thoroughness, and to educate the whole child, physical and moral as 
well as intellectual. . 

It may be well worth asking whether a small portion of the school 
appropriation might not be wisely spent in providing for the adult 
members of the community a limited number of evening lectures and 
‘musical entertainments, which should be instructive and educational 
as well as enjoyable, and which could be arranged for at little or no 
expense aside from the cost of lighting and heating. ‘The assembly 
hall of the new High School building seats about five hundred persons, 
its acoustic properties are practically perfect, and it seems unfortunate 
that so expensive a plant should not be utilized beyond the mere 
daily wants of the school. To this as well as to a number of other 
plans for making the schools and school equipment more effective 
and farther reaching, the committee has given considerable thought, 
but prefers to undertake new enterprises slowly, and only in response 
to public needs and popular support. 

The friends of the High School have contributed nobly and 
generously to the decoration of the new building. Gifts aggregating 
several thousand dollars in value have been made by private indi- 
viduals for the service and adornment of the various rooms. Such 
liberality merits recognition and gratitude, and it is therefore with 
special pleasure that attention is called to the list of these gifts in- 
cluded in the Report of the High School Building Committee. For 
this and for other features of its contents, that report will doubtless 
be read with a great deal of interest. It is gratifying to announce 
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that the building is fulfilling its purposes even more satisfactorily 
that was anticipated, while its external appearance and interior 
arrangements command general approval and admiration. 

The old. High School building, to be used . hereafter for grammar 
school purposes, has been named the Prince School, in memory of 
Hon. Frederick O. Prince, a member of the first school committee of 
Winchester after the incorporation of the townin 1850. The children 
of Mr. Prince have promised an oil portrait of their father, which 
will be hung in the building when received. 

The question of school accommodations is an almost ever present 
problem in a town growing as rapidly as Winchester. There is no 
likelihood of the new High School building becoming crowded for 
many years. The changes at the Highland, upon which the com- 
mittee having charge of the work makes its report, seem to be satis- 
factory to the residents of that district. The next most pressing 
need is at the Chapin, where more rooms. are in urgent. demand. 
This subject will be presented at the annual town. meeting in March 
by a special committee to whose report we refer for a discussion 
of.the situation there and elsewhere in town. 

Probably few persons realize how rapidly the school population of 
Winchester is growing. In the last four years the membership has 
increased 804, an average of 76 a year, which is rather more than 
the equivalent of a four-room building every three years. Further- 
more, the total enrolment for the town is in itself unusually large. 
Of.the 853 towns and cities of the State, only fifteen have as large a 
school membership, in proportion to population, as has Winchester. 
If. our membership. was no larger than the average for Middlesex 
county, our numbers would be 350 smaller than at present, and if no 
larger than the average for the State, 370 smaller... As.our school 
expenses amount to. thirty dollars per pupil, it. will, be noticed that 
‘the cost of schools in Winchester is $10,000 a year greater than might 
be.the. case under average conditions. prevailing in the county and 
State. ee 
The cost is still further augumented by reason of an exceptionally 
large high school enrolment. From an investigation of the attend- 
ance atthe high schools in all, the towns,and cities of Massachusetts 
of:more than 5000 inhabitants, .93 in number, it appears to be true 
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that no place, in proportion to population, has so many pupils in the 
high school as has Winchester. There are a few apparent, butnot 
real, exceptions, all easily explainable, as, for example, in one or two 
instances where the high school course is one of five years, including 
the ninth’ grade. The cost of maintaining high schools is everwhere 
much higher than the cost of educating the same number of pupils 
in lower grades, due to larger payments for salaries, greater cost of 
books and supplies, as well as heavier incidental expenses. 

Bearing these two facts in mind, the large membership of the schools 
in general and the exceptional attendance at the High School, we 
cannot expect to keep school expenditures down to the amounts 
spent in other towns of our size. Indeed, our expenses are likely to 
increase rather than diminish. The growth of Winchester will 
apparently continue, a steady, permanent increase in population. 
This will necessitate regular, even though moderate, additions to 
the teaching force. | 

With respect to teachers’ salaries, our teachers above the fourth 
grade are, in the main, now receiving salaries fairly comparable with 
those paid in most of the neighboring communities, but in the four 
lowest grades we are not paying salaries that protect us againt the 
competition of other places. To guard our interestsin these lower 
grades and to remove a few inequalities in the upper grades, would 
require an addition of a little more than $2000 to the present salary 
list ; this does not include providing additional teachers on account 
of future growth. It is the intention of the school committee, if the 
appropriations permit, to remedy this situation, not all in one year, 
but by a progressive increase in these salaries, extending over 
several years. 

A few words may not be out of place respecting the details of 
school expenditures. All books and supplies must, by State law, be 
provided by the town; to furnish these in proper quantity and 
suitable quality so as to produce the best results in the school work 
costs two dollars per pupil. In the case of fuel there is no way to 
cut down the expense. Repairs are kept at as low a figure as is 
consistent with maintaining the school buildings in good condition. 
The term incidentals covers a great variety of miscellaneous ex- 
penditures, such as printing and postage, expressage, electric light, 
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gas and telephone charges, school furniture, diplomas and other 
graduation expenses, as well as a great variety of minor items, small 
in themselves but amounting to a considerable sum in the aggregate ; 
over all these incidental expenses a close watch is kept, to avoid 
authorizing any but absolutely necessary expenditures. The only 
fairly elastic item is salaries, but for reasons already indicated this 
offers the very last opportunity for reduction, if we are to maintan 
the efficiency of the schools. 

After a careful consideration of all the elements entering into the 
expenses of the ensuing year, the School Committee estimates its 
needs for the year 1905-1906 to be as follows:

Transportation, 1,000 
Incidentals, 1,800

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Report of Superintendent of Schools. 


To the School Committee of Winchester, Mass. : 


GENTLEMEN —I beg leave to submit my third annual report, the 
twenty-second in the series of superintendents’ reports to the School 
Committee of this town. 

Concerning the work of the schools, there is little which has not 
already been said to the members of the committee, or which has 
not been brought to their attention by their own personal visits to 
the classrooms. The principal part of my work, and I believe the 
most profitable part, is my frequent visits to the schools for the 
purpose of listening to, and taking part in, recitations in some sub- 
ject of daily study. In this way I become familiar with the teach- 
er’s method of work in reading, spelling, arithmetic, geography — 
in fact with all the work required by the course of study. Such 
visits give opportunity for helpful suggestions to young and inex- 
perienced teachers, and also for words of commendation, which may 
encourage excellent teachers of long experience who need no other 
help. The superintendent often listens to an exercise of great value 
from some progressive teacher who has aroused the interest of his 
pupils to the point of enthusiasm in an every-day subject. It is a 
poor superintendent who does not discover many such execellent 
exercises in his schools during the year. Besides the help which 
the superintendent may get from such visits, he has| opportunities to 
visit schools in other towns, and may become familiar with the plans 
and purposes of brother superintendents who are experts in various 
branches of school work. Valuable hints and suggestions of better 
work thus gained, either in his own or in neighboring towns, the 
superintendent finds means of communicating to his own corps of 
teachers who have not had his opportunity of cnet ot school none 
beyond the borders of their own districts. : 
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The remarks above give a hint of the work I have been trying to 
do, and my reasons for following the course indicated. I have 
enjoyed the year thoroughly, and have received cordial co-operation 
from the teachers in all the schools. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


Since the opening of schools in September, 1904, our High 
School has found a home in the new building on the Parkway. ‘The 
school now has ample accommodations, the building is well furnished 
and we have a good corps of teachers. 

The High School is the people’s college. It is an extension of 
the grade work. Arithmetic develops into algebra and- geometry’; 
geography becomes the foundation of history, and often determines 
its course; reading develops into real literature; simple composi-' 
tions become themes which may differentiate into narrations,’ des" 
criptions, arguments, ‘or epistolary correspondence. Incidentally the 
High School prepares students for entrance into still higher institu- 
tions, but this diversion should not interfere with the main ‘purpose 
of the High School. In fact the legitimate work of the High School” 
should make the best possible preparation for entrance into’ col-’ 
lege. We all, I think, look forward to the time when the work’ of our” 


highest institutions of learning will be ‘built upon,’ and form the ~ 


natural extension of, the work in the High Schools. 
The great danger in all preparatory schools lies in substituting for 


this main purpose a special training which will enable the pupil: to ~ 


pass the entrance examination in his chosen college. It is probably’ 
true even now that the bugbear of ‘college entrance examinations” 


existing in the minds of so many teachers in the preparatory schools | 


has no countetpart in the minds of the college examiners who - 
determine the fitness of high-school ‘graduates: for-entrance into’ 
higher institutions. 


COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT 


A commercial course, with prescribed and elective work extending | 
over four years, was introduced into the High School in September, 
1903. A commercial teacher, of long.experience and_highly.recom-» 
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mended was placed in charge of the work. Such equipment as 
could be used in the limited space of the old building was purchased. 
In the new building two adjoining rooms have been set apart, to be 
known as the Commercial Department; appropriate furniture and 
equipment have been installed. Nothing has been purchased except 
upon evidence of immediate need, educational or administrative 
value, and permanent usefulness. At the present time thirty com- 
mercial student’s desks, a standing desk known as the bank, a teach- 
er’s desk, a filing cabinet, and five typewriters constitute the fixed 
equipment of the department. The latest approved text-books, 
forms and materials adequate to the number of pupils registered 
complete the outlay. 

The commercial course is expected to be as vigorous and to 
require of pupils as much keen, hard study as any other course in 
the school. The primary reason for the outlay necessary to main- 
tain this course is to fit boys and girls who will not go to college to 
enter upon some earning career at graduation. Nevertheless, great 
care has been taken to include in the work of each year enough 
general instruction in science, language, literature and history to 
prevent one-sided training. It is believed that the course as planned 
has a high cultural value. In schools where this work has been 
continued for several years it has been found that the market value 
per week of the commercial graduate is from two to five times that 
of the ordinary high-school graduate. The promotion of the com- 
mercially trained graduate is notably more rapid than comes to the 
absolute novice in business. 

Slant penmanship, arithmetic, business correspondence, commer- 
cial geography, shorthand, typewriting and bookkeeping, the latter 
three each extending over two years, are the specialized studies of 
the course. 

In 1903-4, 69 pupils — 35 boys and 34 girls — registered in one 
or more of the commercial subjects. In the current year, 1904-5, 
the total number is 77 —35 boys and 42 girls. Classes in the 
higher subjects, now rather small, will fill up as pupils advance to 
the junior and senior years. 

It is too early to expect positive and complete results from this 
new department. Nevertheless, some of the pupils who were in the 
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school last year, having become wage or salary earners, find the 
partial training received by them of much value and tending to their 
rapid promotion. 

The true test of efficiency in commercial instruction is the busi- 
ness success of the pupils who take the whole course and graduate 
from the school. No such pupils exist at the present time, but in 
the course of two or three years the worth of our Commercial 
Department may be judged by its fruits.

THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


A pupil who completes the grade work in the Grammar school, 
should, first of all, be a good reader. The object in teaching read- 
ing is to furnish a key which will unlock the treasures contained in 
books, and, further, to create a thirst for knowledge itself. The 
Grammar school graduate should be able to take any ordinary book, 
and with ease make himself familiar with its contents. This is, in 
part, what we mean by reading, viz., gathering thought from a 
printed page. Beyond this, he should be so trained in his Gram- 
mar school course that he will enjoy reading, and he should have 
read, under somewhat careful direction, a score, at least, of excel- 
lent books. 

The pupil’s knowledge of arithmetic should be confined to 
elementary work, but this should be known thoroughly. He should 
be accurate in computations, skilful in the manipulation of fractions, 
both common and decimal, and he should be familiar with percent- 
age, including its most common applications. This work well done 
fits him for any demand that algebra or geometry will make upon 
him. The object in studying mathematics is not to enable pupils to 
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perform pages of problems, but to give them training in logical 
reasoning, which will enable them to grapple with all problems. 
The study of geography and history in the Grammar school should 
furnish pupils with a large amount of valuable information, which 
will add much to their interest in reading books and papers, besides 
furnishing an excellent foundation for historical study in the High 
schoo]. Elementary school training looks beyond books to a desire 
for knowledge and power to gain it. Books are mere tools to be 
used in gaining information, which, in turn, becomes food for 
thought. 


GENERAL CONDITION OF THE SCHOOLS. 


Fidelity and skill on the part of teachers will not always secure a 
high degree of scholarship in a school. Work in the higher grades 
cannot be well done until a good foundation has been laid in the 
grades below. While it is possible to report much good work 
in all the schools of the town, still our average scholorship, 
especially in the higher grades, is too low. We send out from the 
High school many brilliant pupils, whose standing in their college 
classes is exceedingly gratifying. At the present time nearly fifty 
graduates of the Winchester High school are students, either in col- 
leges or in normal schools. Several of these students have received 
special honors in the colleges to which they belong. The fact re- 
mains, nevertheless, that too many of our boys and girls in the 
Grammar and High schools are wasting, at least, a part of their 
time. Boys and girls between the ages of 12 and 18 are capable of 
doing much hard work. ‘They should have plenty of time for 
recreation when their minds would be wholly free from the demands 
of mathematics, the sciences, or even literature, and when play 
would absorb their attention to the utmost. But life to such pupils 
should not be all play, and certainly a few hours every day ought to 
be given to hard work. In the Grammar school age, one hour per 
day may well be given to home study, and the boy or girl whose 
school work can be done satisfactorily without at least one hour of 
home study, should be promoted to a higher grade, where the de- 
mands upon him will be greater. In the High school there-ate few 
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pupils who can maintain a fair standing in their classes without 
giving several hours per day, outside the five school hours, to the 
preparation of their lessons. 

In making these remarks, however, I assume that the pupil is in 
vigorous health. Without good health a high degree of scholarship 
cannot be maintained, and it was, in part, to meet such cases that 
the present plan of diploma points was devised for the High school. 
The pupil who gains sixty-four diploma points will receive a diploma 
of graduation. He may make the number of points in three years, 
or four, or even more. An average pupil will usually receive his 
diploma after a four years’ course of study. A pupil whose health 
will permit only a limited amount of study, may take five, or even 
six years to complete the course. In such cases there is no dis- 
honor in the delayed graduation. It is a misfortune always, but 
never a disgrace. Parents aud teachers should work together to se- 
cure good habits of study on the part of the children, and when 
such habits are acquired, there will be no cause for complaint of a 
low standard of scholarship, either in the grades or in the High 
school. 

In this connection, I would call attention to the need of an in- 
crease in our teaching force in both Grammar and High schools. 
In speaking of the scholarship in the grades of ‘our schools, I 
remarked that the number of pupils doing poor work is far too 
large. Some of these pupils have been pushed forward too rapidly 
in the grades, some have been admitted to the High school before 
they have been well prepared to do High school work, and some 
have been handicapped by irregular attendance, caused by ill 
health. Ifan additional teacher could be allowed in the Grammar 
school, thus releasing the High school teacher, who now gives one 
hour per day to Grammar school work, the extra teaching force in 
both schools might give the help needed by these unfortunate 
pupils who cannot, or do not, reach a passable standing in their 
classes, and many of them might graduate honorably from their 
schools. Instead of acting as a drag upon the classes, of which 
they are members, and finally leaving school in comparative dis- 
grace, some of them would become honored members of the 
schools, would graduate with credit, and would enter upon their life 
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work with courage born of self respect. This experiment, which I. 
most heartily recommend, has been thoroughly tried elsewhere with 
excellent results. I would respectfully call attention to the reports 
on this subject by Superintendent Kennedy of Batavia, N. Y. 


ENGLISH IN THE SCHOOLS. 


Much attention has been given during the past year to the study 
of English; much more is needed. The schools are rightfully 
expected to give pupils such training as will enable them to express 
themselves in good English, whether spoken or written. Not only 
teachers, but the community at large should understand what this 
demand upon the schools means. 

Language is either spoken or written. ‘Teachers are expected to 
give such training to their pupils as will enable them to talk well 
and to write well. To talk well, one must not only have something 
worth saying, but he must say it in good English and with a well- 
trained vcice. Words should be correctly pronounced, and every 
sound should be clearly and distinctly given. A good talker com- 
bines all these characteristics. A teacher must give special attention 
to all these points, or the most important half of his English teach- 
ing will be poorly done. Keeping this part of the English teacher’s 
work well in mind, viz., (1) seeing that the pupil has something 
worth saying, (2) that he uses good English while expressing his 
thoughts, and (8) that his words are correctly pronounced, and 
every sound clearly and distinctly given, let us enumerate the details 
of the second half of the work required, namely, that of written 
English. First in order is good penmanship, which must be plain 
and legible, (2) correct spelling, (8) correct punctuation, (4) cor- 
rect use of capital letters and abbreviations, all of which may be 
summed up under the head of “mechanics of written composition.” 
To all these must be added the first two demands in oral English, 
viz., (1) something worth saying and (2) skill in the choice of 
words and correct construction of sentences, or, in other words, 
good English. 

So far I have specified demands made upon the teacher in her 
class-room. Let us now, for a few minutes, turn to another phase 
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of training in English. Children, and for the most part adults, use 
English that sounds well to them. If “I seen him” and “She 
done it’? and “Him and me went to school together” sound well 
to the ear, they are likely to be used in expressing thought, at least 
orally ; and if the English of “ David Harum” and “ Josh Billings ” 
and of hundreds of other books freely circulated by the public li- 
braries and read by the children, looks well on the printed page, 
such English will be likely to reappear in every attempt of the child 
to write a simple letter or a formal composition. ‘The wonder is 
that the English of the schools is as good as we now find it, when 
the pupils’ training in the misuse of English is so common and so 
persistent. 

Far be it from me to quarrel with the schools where efforts to 
secure the use of good English are limited to training in formal 
grammar, but I sincerely believe that one might as well expect to 
train a child to ride a bicycle by showing him how a bicycle is 
made. Neither do I quarrel with the homes where good English is 
seldom heard, nor yet with the public libraries that deluge us with 
books written in so-called dialect; the public library must respond 
to the demands of the community. My task is to keep before our 
teachers and the parents of our children a few underlying principles 
that should guide us in our efforts to secure the best possible use of 
English by our pupils in the public schools. First, then, if it be 
true that children will use, in speaking and writing, the English that 
sounds well to them, our efforts must be directed towards making 
good English sound well. ‘The children should hear in school only 
the best oral English. ‘The art of oral reading should be persis- 
tently taught, and taught so well that children will take great de- 
light in it. They should enjoy oral reading so well that it will find 
its way into the homes, into the churches and Sunday schools, and 
thus aid in training the ears of the whole community to delight in 
good English, well spoken or well read. 

In the second place, teachers in schools must give a liberal share of 
their time to the reading of a few good books, written by our best 
English and American authors. I say a few books, because a reader 
of many books is seldom a good or a wise reader. A few good books 
read by teacher and pupils together in one year, would, in a series 
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of six or eight years, cultivate a taste for good literature that would 
be of inestimable value to the children under instruction. Ears 
would be trained to love the sound of the best English; eyes would 
be trained to recognize the forms (spelling) of words which have 
been skilfully chosen and correctly used; and at the same time, 
lives would be inspired by the writings of men and women who are 
leaders of the best thought of the world. 

Believing, most sincerely, that the solution of our problem lies in 
a familiarity with, and a real love for, our best literature, I have 
urged and shall continue to urge the importance (1) of good oral 
reading, and (2) of such training of pupils in our schools as will 
make them lovers of good books, written in the best English, by 
men and women of culture and refinement. 


ScHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


With few exceptions our pupils are now well housed, in buildings 
that are a credit to the town. ‘The rejuvenated Highland School 
building furnishes excellent accommodation for over eighty pupils, 
belonging to the first, second, third, and fourth grades. -A new fur- 
nace keeps the building comfortable in all kinds of weather, and the 
new sanitaries are satisfactory in every way. 

An addition of four rooms to the Chapin School is needed at once. 
These would give accommodations to many pupils living in the 
Chapin district, but now obliged to walk long distances to the Gifford, 
the Highland or the Prince Schools. One of the four rooms when 
completed could be occupied by the kindergarten now on Cross 
street. ‘This would give much needed room for the Washington 
School which, at present, is crowded into three rooms. Pupils of 
the five lowest grades, and children in the kindergartens, should find 
school accommodations near their homes. Many pupils in the fifth- 
grade class of the Prince School live in the Rumford or Chapin 
district. They are too small to walk the long distances required in 
order to reach the Prince. T hey are also too young to attend a one- 
session school. ‘They need the relief which comes between the two 
sessions when they can go home, breathe the fresh air, enjoy a few 
minutes of play, and eat their dinners with their parents. I trust 
that we may soon have a four-room addition to the Chapin School. 
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The old High School building, now called the Prince, must soon | 
be remodelled to accommodate a larger number of classes, but the 
work may well wait another year, as we now have in that building 
four good rooms, and a possible fifth at our disposal. The four 
rooms are now occupied, three of them by sixth-grade pupils, and one 
by pupils of the fifth grade. When the proposed addition is made 
to the Chapin School these fifth-grade pupils will be tranferred to 
one of the new rooms. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION. 


During the past year our schools have been quite free from 
epidemic diseases. The records of attendance in the different 
schools show a gratifying state of things as far as the health of the 
pupils is concerned. Still there are cases of diseases in all our 
schools which do not warrant the absence of the children, defects in 
eyesight or hearing which teachers cannot or do not discover, and 
bodily weaknesses where a few words of advice from a competent 
physician might save months and possibly years of pain. The Board 
of Health has always been ready to investigate such cases when called | 
upon, but too often ignorance and neglect stand in the way of com- 
plete success, and information is wanting which will lead to remedial 
action. One or two visits per week to each of our ten school 
buildings by a competent physician would prove a blessing both to 
teachers and to pupils. Many a child who is now counted dull or 
lazy would be found suffering from defective eyes or ears, and rem- 
edies could be applied before it is too late to make good the defect- 
ive organs. , 

Now that systematic gymnastic exercises have been introduced 
into all the schools, and placed under the supervision of a competent 
instructor, there will doubtless be a marked increase of enthusiasm 
for athletic games. Young people are likely to have an excess of 
energy and a lack of discretion. Serious injury may be the result of 
too strenuous exercise, and the greatest care is needed to gain from 
the gymnasium all the good for which it was designed. Here, also, 
the services of a trained physician is an urgent need. His visits to 
the gymnasium and occasionel talks to the pupils would greatly 
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increase the value of the athletic exercises of the strong and well, 
and his advice to those who are physically weak might save them 
from permanent injury. I commend this matter to the serious con- 
sideration of the School Committee. 


KINDERGARTENS. 


We now have two excellent kindergartens in the town, one at the 
Washington School on Cross street, and another at the Wyman on 
Church street. The kindergarten formerly in the basement of the 
Wadleigh School was not re-opened in September because the small 
number of children who attended during the school year 1903-4 did 
not warrant the necessary expense. Barges are now run from various 
parts of the town to convey the little ones to the kindergartens named 
above. No doubt more children would take the kindergarten course 
if they could more conveniently attend, but at present it does not 
seem wise to increase the kindergarten accommodations. There is no 
part of the school course that arouses more interest on the part of 
parents of children who actually attend than the year devoted to the 
kindergarten, and it is very doubtful whether any other year in the 
course is of greater value. Many parents, however, see in a kinder- 
garten nothing but “mere play’, a place where little ones can be 
taken care of while their parents are otherwise employed. ‘This 
view of the matter is not far from right if the kindergarten be a poor 
one, but it is safe to say that, in this town, few parents whose chil- 
dren actually take the course, in either one of our kindergartens, 
consider the work and the influence exerted as wasted energy, or 
who look upon the expense as money spent to little purpose. 


DRAWING. 


On this subject I am not able to speak with as much confidence 
in this report as in my last before this. Heretofore the supervisor 
has given her whole time to the work, but since the opening of the 
fall term she has been engaged for only three days in the week. 
All the teaching of drawing in the High School is done by the super- 
visor. This requires about five hours, or practically one day every 
week, leaving but two days per week for the remaining nine schools.

The supervisor’s time-schedule gives at most but two visits in a 
month to any school below the high. When it is remembered that 
a school visit must be divided between three or four classes, and in 
case of the Wadleigh, between eight classes, it will readily be seen 
that the lower schools do not receive sufficient help. Every school 
building in town should be visited frequently by the supervisor of 
any special subject in order that teachers may become thoroughly 
familiar with the work that is required of them. ‘The need of more 
supervision over the work in drawing in the lower schools seems 
imperative. Possibly some solution of the problem may be found 


during the coming year. 
Music. 


This department o: work is still under the supervision of Mr. 
Ernst Makechnie, who gives us three days in the week of his time. 
Much faithful work in music has been done by the supervisor, and 
his efforts have been seconded, so far as I can learn, by all the 
teachers. No subject of study is of much value unless the pupils 
become thoroughly interested in it. Music should be a great moral 
force in the school; it should never be a task, but a recreation and 
a real pleasure. 

Besides the work of learning to read music with facility, many 
beautiful hymns and songs should be learned for daily use in the 
schools. ‘The opening exercises in the morning should always find 
a place for one or more hymns, and a dull recitation in geography, 
grammar or arithmetic may well be interrupted by a school song, so 
familiar that no book is necessary even to furnish the words. Such 
interruptions help not only to bring sunshine into the hearts of the 
children, but they add to the value of music itself and vitalize the 
dull recitation that was interrupted. Nothing is of value if it cannot 
be used, and music especially should brighten not only the class- 
rooms but the homes of the children. School songs that are never 
sung at home are hardly worth singing in school. While retaining 
and improving all the excellent points in music as now taught, we 
should strive to make it a more potent factor in the education of 
our children. 
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SLovD AND SEWING. 


These subjects are for pupils of Grades VI, VII, VIII and IX, 
the pupils of the three higher grades receiving instruction for two 
hours per week, while those of Grade VI receive but one. The boys 
in these grades take the work in sloyd, and during the same hours 
the girls are taught sewing. These two departments of work are in 
excellent condition, the teachers are thoroughly competent, and the 
pupils much interested. 

We need an instructor in cookery. The girls of either Grade 
VIII or IX might well forego sewing for one year and take cooking 
instead. Cooking has a practical value equal to sewing, and at the 
present time we have a good room that would serve as a school 
kitchen. If arrangements can be made with the teacher of sewing 
to take charge also of the cooking department, it might be possible, 
at little expense, to add this subject to our course of study. 


PENMANSHIP. 


At the beginning of the present school year a competent teacher 
of penmanship was engaged for one day in the week to take charge 
of this subject both as teacher and supervisor. ‘The results, after a 
trial of only three months, prove conclusively that no mistake was 
made by the committee, either in authorizing the project or in 
selecting a supervisor. ‘Teachers and pupils are alike enthusiastic 
over the work, and marked improvement in penmanship has already 
been made. Before the end of the year we shall have many excel- 
lent writers, and better than all else, excellent habits will be acquired 
by the pupils which will be of permanent value to them. 


GYMNASTICS. 


Allusion has already been made to this department of work, but a 
few more words may be added here. The supervisor of gymnastics 
gives special attention to the pupils in the High School, and the 
new gymnasium affords an excellent opportunity for the exercises. 
The pupils are aroused to enthusiasm by their teacher, and good 
progress has been made. Classes are allowed the use of the gym- 
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nasium in the afternoons, and games among themselves or with 
“teams’’ from neighboring high schools are played almost daily. 
If the present enthusiasm is properly directed, and a good medical 
inspector is engaged for occasional visits, much good will result both 
to the pupils and to the school itself. The supervisor also makes 
frequent visits to the lower schools, gives lessons to the pupils, and 
advises with the teachers in regard to the work. ‘This department 
of school work seems at present to be in a very satisfactory 
condition. 


VACATION SCHOOL. 


The following notice of the Vacation School is taken from a more 
extended report made by one of the ladies in charge during the past 
summer. It is a matter of so much interest that I take pleasure in 
laying it before the School Board. 

“In July, 1904, the Fortnightly Club opened, for the seventh year, 
the Vacation Play Room in the Chapin School House. Vacation 
Play Room rather than School is the more proper term, as the 
discipline maintained is not that of the School, neither are the chil- 
dren taught anything from books. ‘The attendance is entirely vol- — 
nntary and nothing required of the children except that they should 
come with clean faces, hands, and feet if bare, and that their hair 
be tidy. Four nationalities have been represented. During the 
term the children have been given barge rides, and also picnics on 
the grounds of two of our large, attractive places in Winchester. 

“‘Last summer double the money of former years was raised and 
the work more than doubled. The summer’s work cost $160.00. 
Two new helpers were added, and a teacher of basketry employed 
to give two lessons a week. ‘Twenty-five good baskets were made, 
and many garments also, by both boys and girls who wish to sew. 
For other occupations, the children had pictures to cut and paste, 
paper articles to make, beads to string, and worsteds to work with. 
In the yard the children had a pile of sand to play in with pails and 
spoons, 

‘“‘May.we not hope, and should we not expect, that this work may 
be increased in value by the town’s recognition of it as an integral 
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part of the public school system, and by a small appropriation to 
supply material, and for the payment of teachers? 

“The Fortnightly wishes to continue its interest in this enterprise, 
and would regret the loss of the personal element, but public interest 
should be more generally aroused, and a sufficient sum raised, in 
addition to what the Club, the churches, and a few private individuals 
may give, to enable all concerned to do the work more systematically, 
and more efficiently. Winchester cannot afford to give up its summer 
vacation play-room.”’ 


CHANGES IN TEACHERS. 


During the year several changes have been made in our teaching 
corps, but, on the whole, our present force is a strong one. Mr. 
Dutch of the High School accepted an offer of the principalship of a 
large high school in Muskegon, Mich., and Mr. Willard of Fryeburg 
Academy, Me., succeeded him. Miss Brown of the Wadleigh Gram- 
mar School was transferred to the High School though she continues 
to give one hour per day to the pupils of the ninth grade. Miss 
Stuart of Wenham was chosen as Miss Brown’s successor in the 
Wadleigh School. In March, 1904, Mr. West, principal of the 

-Wadleigh, left us to take charge ofa school in Newton, and Mr.. 
Briggs of Natick succeeded him in the Grammar School. Miss Berry 
resigned from the Grammar School, and Miss Sworer of Natick was 
chosen to fill the vacancy. Miss Coyle resigned from the Rumford. 
Miss Kirwen from the Chapin, and Miss Larkin from the Highland, 
These positions were filled as follows: Miss Hurlbutt of Reading 
was elected to the Rumford, Miss Gill of Reading to the Chapin, and 
Miss Clark of Danielson, Conn., to the Highland. All the teachers 
newly chosen had had successful experience elsewhere... Mr. Willard 
is a graduate of Bowdoin and Harvard, Mr. Briggs of Brown Univer- 
sity, Miss Stuart of Dalhousie College, Nova Scotia, and Miss Hurl- 
butt studied one year at Boston University and two at Wellesley 
College. At present all teachers in the High School, with two 
exceptions, and all in grade IX are college graduates. Below grade 
IX, twenty-four of our teachers are graduates of Normal Schools, 
eight are graduates of High Schools only, anid threé’ of Kindergarten ~ 
Training ‘Schools. tow | e Rt ior ws . 
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SALARIES. 


The changes in teachers, to which reference is made above, are 
due in part to the scale of salaries which the School Board is com- 
pelled to adopt. It is impossible for a small town like Winchester 
to compete with cities and towns like Boston, Cambridge, Newton, 
Brookline, Somerville and a few others within ten or fifteen miles of 
the State House. ‘The strictest economy is observed in the admin- 
istration of the school finances in order that a sum as large as possible 
may be saved from the annual appropriation to devote to the salaries 
of our teachers. Still our largest salary for female teachers in the 
High School is only $800 against $1620 in Boston, $1200 in 
Cambridge, $1250 in Newton, and $1200 in Brookline. Of course 
cities and towns that pay larger salaries can, and will, draw away 
many of our best teachers. Winchester needs as good teachers. as 
the cities and towns mentioned, and it should be our policy to insure 
ourselves against loss by paying salaries as large as the resources of 
our town will permit. | 

In our ninth grade where we have employed only college gradu- 
ates, the maximum for our female assistants is $700. The maximum 
in grade six, seven, and eight is $650. Below grade six our highest 
salary is $950, except to Principals, who receive $700. 

When we take into consideration the price of board for female 
teachers in this town, from five to seven dollars per week, it will be 
seen that their margin of savings above the mere cost living must be 
very small, and the probability of making suitable provision for old 
age is not assuring. ‘The intention of the School Board to increase 
the salaries of the lower grade teachers until all below grade nine 
shall receive a maximum of $650 is a move in the right direction. 
No good reason can be given for paying teachers of Primary schools 
smaller salaries than are paid to teachers holding positions in the 
Grammar grades. If any discrimination is to be made, the teacher 
of grade one should have the highest salary. 


CONCLUDING REMARKS. 


In the foregoing pages I have endeavored to place before you a 
general view of the educational work carried on in the schools of 
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this town. If I have failed in anything it is in my attempt to give 
full credit to the teachers who are actually doing the work in the 
classrooms. ‘The longer I am connected with the school depart- 
ment the more fully am I impressed with the fidelity, skill and 
devotion of the fifty men and women who are serving the town as 
teachers in the public schools. The best teachers are often those 
who are most conscious of their shortcomings. ‘Their ideals are not 
reached, and every day they return to their homes with the feeling 
of partial failure. But ideals can never be reached ; even when ap- 
proached they move forward, and so become the strongest incentive 
to continued progress. ‘The honest work of a good teacher is the 
highest service which our town receives, and one of the most serious 
hindrances to complete success in the school department is the brief 
service of some of our teachers. A teacher’s influence is not felt 
until he gains the love of his pupils and the respect of their parents. 
This influence is not easily gained, but, once acquired, it is a power 
for good which can hardly be over-estimated. Frequent changes of 
teachers are disastrous both to the schools and to the teachers; to 
the schools because of the loss of an influence that has been potent 
for good, and to the teachers because such an influence is not easily 
regained under the changed conditions which a new school, new 
pupils, and a new community necessarily bring. Good reputations 
are not easily or quickly made. 

It should, therefore, be the policy of the School Board and of the 
Superintendent, in the future as it has been in the past, to select 
new teachers with great care, and, as far as possible, to administer 
the affairs of the school in such a way as will make frequent changes 
in our teaching corps unnecessary.

Report of the New High School Building 
Committee. 


At a town meeting held June 9, 1902, after a long discussion, it 
was decided by an almost unanimous vote to build a high school 
building on the Howe lot at a cost not exceeding $110,000, and 
that the moderator appoint a committee of seven, under whose 
direction the building should be constructed. 

The moderator of the meeting, Mr. Edgar J. Rich, appointed the 
following committee: Henry J. Carroll, Charles E. Corey, Charles 
F, A. Currier, Edwin N. Lovering, Lewis Parkhurst, Daniel W. 
Pratt and Arthur H. Russell. Messrs. Pratt and Russell were 
unable to serve, Mr. Carroll moved from town soon after the com- 
mittee began work, and Daniel B. Badger was chosen a member of 
the committee. | 

As the new high school building has been finished and occupied 
several months, and most of the proceedings of the building com- 
mittee have already been made known to the citizens of the town, 
it does not seem necessary to make a long report. ‘The committee 
will therefore give a brief summary of its doings, with a description 
of the building, a financial statement, and a list of gifts of various 
kinds which have added very much to the beauty and usefulness of 
the new building. | 

The amount of money appropriated for the erection and furnish- 
ing of the proposed building, although it seemed large, was, in the 
opinion of a committee of the town which had been appointed at 
the annual town meeting in March, 1902, and had given the matter 
careful investigation, not sufficient to construct such a building as 
would be a credit and honor to the town, and the building commit- 
tee at the outset was confronted with the difficulty of making the 
appropriation answer the purpose of one several thousand dollars 
larger. 


‘PO6T “ONIGTING IOOHOS HOIH WALSYHONIA 
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The committee held the first of its seventy-seven meetings June 
23, 1902, and organized with Lewis Parkhurst as chairman and 
Edwin N. Lovering as clerk. 

As the Howe lot contains much more land than is needed for 
the school building, it was thought best to locate the building on 
the Washington street end of the lot and reserve a sufficient amount 
of land on Main street for the erection of a public library at some 
time in the future. 


Lying between the Howe lot and the parkway was an irregular 
piece of land belonging to the State which formed a portion of sev- 
eral estates which had. been taken by the Metropolitan Park Com- 
missioners when the parkway was constructed. It was very desirable 
that a right of way over this land to the front entrance of the build- 
ing should be secured, and negotiations were entered into with the 
Metropolitan Park Commissioners to bring about this result. 


As is well known, the Metropolitan Park Commissioners offered 
to deed this lot of land to the town for a nominal sum, and this lot, 
containing 18,000 feet of land, now forms a part of the school lot. 

Having made a careful study of the plans of all recently con- 
structed high school buildings, and having visited all in the vicinity, 
the committee decided to profit by the experience of others, and to 
have no open competition, but to invite several well-known archi- 
tects to furnish a set of plans in accordance with directions and 
instructions furnished by the committee. Plans were received on 
Monday, August 18, from the several architects who had been 
invited to furnish them, and after careful examination the plans of 
Herbert D. Hale of Boston were selected, and the building has 
been constructed under his direction. 

The building as it stands will easily accommodate four hundred 
and fifty pupils, and nearly one hundred more with slight crowding, 
so that it should answer the needs of the town until its population 
reaches eighteen or twenty thousand. Furthermore, provision is 
made in the plans for a future enlargement, in architectural harmony 
with the original structure, that will care for more than two hundred 
additional pupils. The following description, based largely on an ac- 
count furnished by the architect, should be supplemented by refer- 
ence to the floor plans printed herewith. 
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The building was designed and built with the idea of including in 
its general arrangement all that is needed by a modern High School. 
Its style is that of the Georgian period, and it is constructed, above 
the granite base, of gray brick with light terra cotta trimmings. 
There are three entrances, of which the two at the ends of the build- 
ing are for the daily use of the pupils. There is also at the Wash- 
ington street entrance a porte cochere. 


In the basement are two large dressing rooms, one for boys and 
one for girls, a kitchen and lunch room, bicycle room, store room 
for books and supplies, janitor’s room, the heating plant, and a gym- 
nasium. The gymnasium is fifty-seven by forty-seven feet, two stories 
in height, with walls of selected water-struck brick, and a maple 
floor. All other basement floors are of Portland cement. Basement 
walls and partitions are of brick, while the foundation is concrete. 


On the first floor are four class rooms, two recitation rooms, offi- 
ces for the Superintendent and Principal, and a balcony overlooking 
the gymnasium. ‘The class rooms are twenty-six by thirty-three feet, 
accommodating forty-eight desks each. ‘The recitation rooms are 
for the use of small classes. Below the blackboards the walls are 
covered with burlap; the burlap, and the walls not taken up by 
blackboards, are painted a delicate shade of olive green, the color 
which is the least harmful to scholars’ eyes. ‘The windows are very 
high, reaching almost to the ceiling, so as to give a maximum 
amount of light. ‘The cornice and base boards are curved, after the 
manner of hospital finish, so there may be a minimum amount of 
dust. Throughout the building, except as otherwise indicated, the 
interior finish is of brown ash and the floors are of maple. 


The vestibule, which one enters from the front door on the park- 
way, has a mosaic floor and marble stairs, and opens into an en- 
trance hall in which are arranged pilasters and cornice of classic de- 
sign. This portion of the building has been treated with rather more 
decorative effect than the other corridors, which are very simple. 


Since the land upon which this building stands was bequeathed 
to the town by Nancy Symmes Howe in memory of her father, 
Zachariah Symmes, there has been placed in the entrance hall, be- 
tween the vestibule and the first corridor, a bronze tablet to serve 
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both as a memorial to Mr. Symmes and asa testimonial of the grat- 
itude of the town to Mrs. Howe for her generous gift. 


On either side of the front door are the Superintendent’s and 
Principal’s offices, conveniently arranged with a view to easy access 
to the rest of the building. The master clock placed in the Princi- 
pal’s office regulates all the schoolroom clocks, and here also is the 
telephone exchange affording communication with all parts of the 
building. 

On the second floor are four class rooms and two recitation rooms, 
corresponding to those on the first floor, also the library, a teachers’ 
room, and the assembly hall. 

The library is finished in quartered oak, treated after the manner 
of old English oak. ‘This room is one of the most satisfactory in 
the building, with its high dado and generous fireplace, and is very 
attractive both to teachers and to scholars. 


The assembly hall, two stories in height, has been treated in the 
classical style, in a simple quiet way. Large pilasters on every side 
support a dentilled cornice, and an ample stage on the side opposite 
the gallery forms the principal motive of the hall. The gallery, with 
its classical rail, opens directly from the third floor, and is provided 
with the necessary equipment fora stereopticon. ‘The general color 
effect of the hall is soft grays and white. 


On the third floor are the physical and chemical laboratories, a 
science recitation room and other small rooms for works in physics 
and chemistry, a drawing room and alcove, a class room, and a small 
lecture hall which may be used as a class room. 


The heating plant is well adapted to the needs of the building. 
The fan system is used, the air being taken from outside the building 
into the cold air room ; from this point it passes through heated steam 
coils and is forced by the fan into the various rooms at a required 
temperature. The warmed air enters each room near the ceiling 
and the foul air is taken away by separate vent ducts near the floor. 
By the same system cool air is supplied in hot weather. This plant 
conforms with the requirements of the State laws and regulations. 
The plumbing is of first-class character and its installation has been 
thoroughly supervised by Mr. D. W. Pratt.

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The contract for constructing the building with the exception of 
heating, plumbing and wiring, was given to the H. P. Cummings 
Company. Work was begun on the excavation for the cellar No- 
vember 6, 1902, and good progress was made until cold weather 
put an end to work for the winter. 


The corner-stone was laid May 6, 1903; prayer was offered by 
Rev. John W. Suter, and an address made by Hon. Samuel W. 
McCall. 


The contract called for the completion of the work by Nov. 10, 
1903, but the work was much delayed by the inability of the con- 
tractor to secure the necessary brick during a portion of the summer 
months, and later to obtain slate for the stairs and blackboards. 


The building was finished and opened for inspection by the public 
May 30, 1904, and two days later was dedicated and transferred to 
the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, and in turn given by him 
to the Chairman of the School Committee.

At a town meeting held July 5, 1904, it was “Voted, That $1500 
be assessed upon the polls and estates of the town and appropriated 
for building an addition to the Highland Schoolhouse, providing the 
same with proper sanitary accommodations, making sewer and water 
connections, installing the necessary heating equipment, and making 
such other changes and alterations as may be required in connection 
with the foregoing work: said appropriation to be expended by a 
committee consisting of Messers. Sanford D. Leland, Frank F. Car- 
penter and James Hinds.” 


Immediately after the passage of the above vote a careful and 
thorough examination of the building was made to ascertain just 
what must be done to carry out the intent of the vote, and it was 
decided that an addition fifteen feet square should be erected at the . 
westerly side of the old building to contain the sanitary arrangements, 
that the old furnace should be taken out and replaced with two hot 
air furnaces, one with a 32-inch fire-pot and the other with an 18. 
inch fire-pot, that the old building should be painted on the outside, 
all windows glazed and sashes drawn, that the interior wood work 
in the old building should be given two coats of shellac, and that it 
should receive a general and thorough overhauling. 

Contracts were let for the various sub-divisions of the work which 
was commenced in the latter part of July. The contracts as award- 
ed and finally settled for were as follows :

In the addition, which was the chief feature of the work, seven 
closets. of good serviceable pattern were installed, four in the girls’ 
side and three, together with a slate urinal, in the boys’ side. An 
enamelled iron sink was placed in each side, and the whole 
work done in a thorough, workmanlike manner, and an adequate 
system of ventilating provided. The heating for the lavatories was 
provided for by means of the small furnace which was guaranteed to 
heat the addition to a temperature of 70 degrees in the coldest 
weather. ‘The old cutbuilding which was the cause of all the changes 
voted was removed and the vault filled. The committee is of the 
opinion that the building is now in better condition than ever before.

Report of Committee on School Accommo: 
dations. 


At a town meeting held September 29, 1904, the undersigned 
were appointed a committee to consider the question of additional 
school accommodations in the Chapin School district or any other 
district in the town, and to report at the annual town meeting. 


At the present time the distribution of pupils is as follows : Besides 
High School scholars, we have at the center of the town all the 
seventh, eighth and ninth grade pupils of the town at the Wadleigh, 
and all the sixth grade and one room of fifth grade pupils at the 
Prince ; at the Washington, Chapin, Gifford and Wyman are grades 
one to five inclusive ; at the Rumford and Highland, one to four ; 
at the Mystic, one to three; together with kindergartens at the 
Washington and Wyman. 


With the exception of the Mystic, having one vacant room which 
does not contribute towards relieving other parts of the town, all 
the school buildings used for lower grades are nearly or quite crowd- 
ed to their full capacity. The greatest pressure for further accommo- 
dations is at the Chapin and Rumford, and it appears to the Com- 
mittee that the situation in the town as a whole can be most easily 
and most satisfactorily remedied by an addition of four rooms to the 
Chapin, thus making this an eight room building. Provided with 
these ‘additional rooms, the Chapin would furnish accommodations 
for all its own and many of the Rumford fifth and sixth grade pupils, 
for the Rumford overflow in the four lower grades, for a certain 
number of Chapin children of the first four grades now attending 
the Highland, for some who are obliged to go even as far as to the 
Gifford, and for the transfer of the Washington kindergarten to the 
Chapin, a tranfer which would mean not only extending kindergarten 
advantages to a larger number of children than is now the case, but 
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also the saving of about three hundred dollars a year in cost of trans- 
portation. Certain other arguments for this proposed arrangement 
may be found in the report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


The foregoing scheme would doubtless solve the problem of school 
accommodations in the northerly part of the town for many years to 
come. At the Gifford and Wyman relief can be secured at any time 
by opening additional rooms at the Prince ; this, however, is not likely | 
to be necessary for a year or two and probably longer; although we 
have plans for a proposed remodelling of that building from high 
school to grammar school needs and uses, it does not seem advisable 
to recommend such changes until they become imperative. The 
rooms now available at the Prince will answer all demands for the 
next few years. 


The Committee makes the following recommendation : that a four- 
room addition be made to the Chapin building, together with a 
teachers’ room and a supply room, new corridors and stairways, new 
wardrobes, new heating, ventilating and sanitary equipment, and 
much needed new floors for the rooms of the present building. The 
total cost, including architects’ fees and painting the building, as 
based upon plans and estimates furnished by a firm of architects of 


large experience in schoolhouse construction, would be about 
$15,000.

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ABATEMENT OF TAXES. 


The abatement of taxes is thirty per cent. more than last year. 
Over $200,000 in value of property has been abated. 


An abatement appears this year that was given last year upon con- 
dition that the property was not sold. The property was not sold, 
and so the abatement was allowed this year. It ought not to make 
any difference who holds the property whether an abatement is 
allowed or not. 


It seems that a party sold some land and has been taxed for it 
with his other property for a few years. The Assessors made an 
abatement for a few years tax of this property that had been wrong- 
fully taxed, and the taxes paid, and applied it in part to the tax on 
the remaining property, which abatement is in this year’s account. 
It is right that this party should be reimbursed for the taxes which 
he has wrongfully paid, but the only way to do it is by vote of the 
Town, precedents of which were made in town meeting this year 
and in former years. 


No Assessors or Selectmen have any right to reimburse people for 
taxes paid unless the Town so votes. A small bill duly approved is 
now in the Auditor’s office to refund tax paid, costs and interest, but 
the Abatement of Taxes will not be drawn upon to cover this error 
of the Assessors unless the Town votes to do it, or upon a judgment 
of Court. 


UNPAID SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


There are uncollected sewer assessments for sewers laid on private 
streets off Bacon street in 1895 amounting to $1,651.71. Suit was 
brought by the Town for this. ‘The case was heard before an Audi- 
tor and tried in the Superior Court and a verdict for the defendant. 
Considering this work was done over nine years ago, it would seem 
as though this $1,651.71 was a rather poor asset, and the Auditor 
recommends that it be abated so that the balance of unpaid sewer 
assessments may represent funds likely to be collected. 
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SEWER MAINTENANCE. 


The Legislative Act authorizing the issue of the Sewer Bonds 
allows that the cost of construction and maintenance to be paid 
from these bonds. It will be seen in another part of the auditor’s 
report that the margin for future development is small and that if 
any considerable extension of the sewers is required that more leg- 
islative authority and more bonds will be needed. The auditor be- 
lieves that the maintenance should be provided for by taxation and 
recommends an appropriation by taxation therefor, rather than use 
the bond money and the sewer assessments, which are practically 
bond money, for maintenance, and thereby delay the further issue 
of Sewer Bonds for a few years. 


GRADE CROSSING EXPENSE. 


The balance on hand of Bank and Corporation Taxes is 
$30,249.68. This can be voted to be transferred towards expenses 
of the town and saves that amount being raised by taxation. It is 


an increase of $10,561.17 over the balance at the end of the year 
1993. 


If by the time of the annual town meeting of 1905 the question 
of abolishing the railroad crossing at the grade of the highway in 
the centre of the town should seem probable during the next few 
years, the auditor recommends that about $5,000.00 be left in either 
the Bank or the Corporation Tax account, so that it could be applied 
hereafter towards the abolishing of the grade crossing expense, and 
if later on the separation of the railroad from the highway should 
not obtain this amount left unappropriated could be used for other 
town purposes, and nothing is lost. 


HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING DEFICIT. 


As stated in another part of the Auditor’s report the unpaid bills 
for furnishing the new High School building amount to $377.40 
and the credit balance of the account is $16.34. The Auditor 
recommends that $361.06 be appropriated for this purpose and that 
the unpaid bills be settled as soon as possible. 
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THE TRUST FUNDS. 


Heretofore most of the Trust Funds have not been included in 
the Auditor’s general accounts, but this year they have been incor- 
porated into the general accounts as of January 1, 1904. 


The town voted that the Frank W. Daniels Library Fund be in- 
vested by the Town Treasurer. All the other Trust Funds are in 
charge of other town officers or special committees, but the Town 
Treasurer is the custodian of all the various Trust Funds except 
the David N. Skillings Library Fund in charge of the Library 
Trustees. The Auditor recommends as a matter of business that 
the investment of the Frank W. Daniels Library Fund be given to 
the Board of Selectmen for the time being. 


The David N. Skillings Library Fund of five hundred dollars was 
given to the Trustees of the library with no condition other than 
it shall be used for the library. Three hundred and fifty dollars of 
the principal has been used to purchase pictures in former years, 
but the remaining principal has been allowed to accumulate so 
that now the fund is intact. 


The town cannot regulate conditions of wills regulating trust 
funds, but it can instruct the Trustees. The Auditor recommends 
that the accumulations of the David N. Skillings Fund over the 
original gift be expended for standard books but that the principal 
never be reduced below the $500.00, and that the Trustees of the 
Town Library be so instructed. 


BILLS RECEIVABLE. 


The Bills Payable are well guarded in the town by-laws, by 
approval of the boards or committees, the certificate of the Auditor 
and finally by the warrant of the Selectmen, before they are sent to 
the Town Treasurer for payment, but the system or lack of system 
of the Bills Receivable paid to the Treasurer and unpaid is the worst 
part of the town accounting. 


All Bills Receivable should be reported to the Auditor, who should 


keep a Bills Receivable ledger, and advise the Treasurer what 
amounts are due the Town. 
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It is impractical to fix by general vote just when these bills should 
be reported. The Highway department may not need to report 
oftener than once in three months. Other departments may require 
monthly reports, while the Town Hall bills should be reported each 
time in advance. 


The Auditor recommends that the several town officers be 
instructed to make a detail report to the Auditor of the unpaid 
Bills Receivable on December 31, 1904, and as often thereafter as 
requested by the Auditor, and that the Auditor keep a record of the 
Bills Receivable and advise the Treasurer of bills sent for collection. 


PROPERTY ACCOUNTS. 


It is highly improper that the town debt does not appear on one 
side of the Auditor’s trial balance sheet and the property accounts on 
the other side. 


A committee, of which the Auditor is one, was appointed by the 
town to report on this subject matter, but the committee at date of 
writing has not accomplished its work. It is hoped that this may 
be accomplished before another annual report is presented.
